EVENTS  OF  THE  REVOLUTION. 

TICONDEROG.N. 

Among  the  stirring  events  of  the  spring  of  1775 
none  furnish  a  better  example  of  the  spirit  with  which 
men  entered  into  the  struggle  for  liberty  than  does  the 
surprise  and  capture  of  Fort  Ticonderoga  by  Jithan 
Allen  ;ind  his  company  of  Green   Mountain  boys. 

'J'iconderoga  was  situated  near  the  head  of  Lake 
Cliamplain,  having  been  built  by  the  French  as  a  barrier 
against  invasions  of  Canada  by  the  English  ;  but  as  a 
result  of  the  French  and  Indian  War  it  had  fallen  into 
the  hands  of  tlie  English,  wdto  not  only  garrisoned  it 
with  a  small  force,  but  used  it  also  as  an  arsenal  and 
supply  station.  During  the  intervals  of  peace  which 
followed  the  treaty  of  1763,  Ticonderoga  had  coir.e  to  be 
looked  upon  by  the  settlers  in  that  region  as  a  part  of 
nature  itself  and  had  indeed  been  forgotten  by  the  out- 
side world  :  even  the'commander  seemed  to  have  no  very 
vivid  conception  of  why  he  and  his  garrison  were  sta- 
tic^ncd  there.  A  reoprt  of  an  uprising  of  a  handful  of 
rebellious  farmers  at  L'oncord  and  Le.vingtcin  had  reach- 
ed him  to  be  sure,  but  why  should  such  an  unimportant 
affair  disturb  the  equilibrium  of  Ticonderoga?  Perhaps 
it  should  not:  at  any  rate  it  did  not.  for  the  wicket  still 
remained  open  and  the  sentries  continued  to  sleep  as 
peacefully  as  ever. 

But  the  report  wliicli  had  caused  so  little  uneasiness 
at  tlie  English  fortress,  had  a  very  different  etTect  upon 
Ethan  Allen  and  the  Green  Alouutain  colonists  in  gen- 
eral. Unluckily  they  saw  in  the  success  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Minute-Men  around  Boston  an  exaggerated 
picture  of  wliat  might  be  done,  and  preparations  were 
immediately  begun  for  the  ca{)turr  of  Ticonderoga  and 


Crown  Point  with  the  uhiniaie  view  vi  pushing  on  into 
Canad:i,  capturing  Montreal  and  (Juebec.  and  thereby 
gaining  control  of  the  entire  Province.  Connecticut  en- 
tered luanily  into  this  plan  and  suggested  kiencdict 
.\rnold  as  leader;  nexertheless.  Allen,  who  had  become 
noted  as  a  leader  through  his  opposition  to  New  York 
encrc'achiiient,  and  who  was  also  known  to  be  familiar 
with  the  Lake  region,  w;is  entrusted  wiih  the  command, 
and  with  about  230  men  he  set  out  on  the  expedition. 
The  success  of  the  undertalcing  depended  entirely  ui>"n 
taking  the  English  by  surprise,  and  .Allen  used  every  ]jre- 
cautieoi  to  that  end.  Mis  spies,  sent  ahead  for  that 
piirpiist,  \\ere  successful  in  inlercepting  all  messengers 
to  the  front  who  bore  intelligence  of  the  approach  of  the 
.\mericans,  and  on  the  evening  of  the  9lh  of  .\Iav.  Allen 
and  his  men  arrived  at  the  eastern  shore  of  Lake  George. 

It  was  late  in  the  evening  before  a  sulTicient  number 
of  boats  could  be  gotten  together  to  attempt  a  crossing, 
and  even  then  only  80  men  could  embark,  among  whom 
was  Allen,  the  others  being  left  under  conuiiand  oi  Col. 
Seth  Warner.  Allen's  plan  was  to  land  near  the  fortress 
and  send  the  boats  back  for  another  part  of  the  force ; 
but  there  was  some  dil'ficulty  in  crossing,  and  it  was 
past  midnight  before  the  boats  started  on  their  return  for 
the  sec-'ud  division.  Meanwhile  sentries  were  p'jsted 
and  Allen  and  his  men  sat  down  to  wait.  A  strict 
silence  was  maintained  among  the  troops  and  their  only 
diversienis  were  in  gazing  at  the  stars  and  in  listening  to 
the  pla-h  of  water  along  the  shore  oi  Lake  George, 
which  even  to  more  ardent  lovers  of  nature  had  growni 
monotonous  under  similar  circumstances.  Two  hours 
had  dragged  by  without  bringing  the  e.xpected  treiops. 
Three  o'clock,  but  still  no  re-enfc'rcements  appeared: 
_\'et  -Mien  had  resolved  to  wait  awhile  longer,  and  not 
until  four  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  mth  of  .Mav 
did  he  give  up  hope  of  being  accompanied  bv  the  e.x- 
pected division.  Pie  then  roused  his  men  and  forming 
them  in  line  within  sight  of  the  dusky  w  alls  of  Ticonder- 
oga, placed,  himself  in  front  of  them  and  addressed  them 
as  follows:  "Friends  and  Fellow  Soldiers: — We  must 
this  nirirning  either  quit  our  pretcnsieiis  to  valor  or 
possess  ourselves  of  this  fortress  within  a  few  minutes, 
and  inasmuch  as  it  is  a  desperate  undertaking.  I  do  not 
urge  it  upon  any  contrary  to  his  will.  You  that  will 
undertake  voluntarily,  poise  your  firelocks."  In  re- 
sponse ever>-  musket  was  poised  and  the  march  began 
with  Allen  at  the  head  oi  the  center  file.  They  were 
Hearing  the  open  wicket  which  was  now  but  a  few  varns 
distant,  and  Allen  had  actually  made  a  dash  for  the 
sleeping  sentinel,  when  that  valiant  awoke  and  in  the 
excitement  of  the  moment  thrust  the  mimle  of  his  gun 
into  .Mien's  face.  The  fusee  missed  fire  and  the  sentinel 
dashed  into  the  enclosure  with  .-Mien  at  his  heels :  a 
second  sentinel,  ajipearing  in  a  warlike  attitude,  was 
knocked  down  b\-  the  flat  r.f  Allen's  sword. 

B>-  this  time  the  Americans  had  reached  the  center 
of  the  square,  and,  fjreparing  for  the  enemy  by  forming 
so  as  tr,  face  the  barracks  on  either  side,  they  set  up  a 
lusty  cheer  in  the  hope  of  bringing  the  garrison  out  of 
their  slumber:  but  no  one  appeared  and  .Mien,  growing 
impatient,  seized  the  sentinel  whom  he  had  knocked 
down  and  demanded  to  know  where  the  commander"? 
quarters  were.  The  sentinel  lost  im  time  in  conducting 
him  lo  a  stairway  wdiich  led  to  a  ciiambcr  in  the  Ijarracks. 
-Mien  was  at  the  top  in  a  twinkling,  and  pounding  heavilv

.\s  an  initiative  affair,  I'iconderoga  proved  a  ir.iyhty 
stimulus  to  struggling  h'rccdom,  hut  from  any  other  \  iew 
it  cannot  Ije  regar.led  as  an  impc«rtanl  event  ;  indeed,  it 
was  ihe  iirst  step  which  led  to  a  series  of  disastrini^ 
tvenis  in  the  inwisinn  of  Canada.

FLAG   ADSOCiATION    HOLDS    EIG}^TH    ANNUAL 
MliETlNG. 

The  Anitrican  Flag  Association  lield  its  eighth  annual  n:cct- 
iiig  in  the  Governc>rs  Room  of  the  City  Hall  recently. 
Edward  Kaganian  Hall,  vice-president,  presided.  Col.  Ralph 
E.  Prime  v.as  re-elected  president.  It  was  stated  that  during 
the  last  year  New  Jersey  and  Porto  Rico  have  been  added  to 
the  list  of  jurisdictions  having  laws  for  the  protection  of  the 
flag.  There  are  now  twenty-eight  States  and  Territories  on 
the  list. 


The  two  hundred  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution 
v.ho  journeyed  to  Jamestown  last  week  "week-end,"  returned 
to  Washington  on  Tuesday,  after  an  agreeable  trip  on  the 
river  and  a  busy  and  oxiting  visit  in  the  historic  old  town.

Mrs  Fair- 
banks made  a  preity  little  speech  to  the  little  tree  and  to  the 
bystanders,  in  which  she  bade  it  grow  like  the  organization  of 
which  she  is  president,   quickly  and   iiito  great   strength. 


MRS.   MANNING'S   STAR   ECLIPSE. 

That  Mrs.  Daniel  Manning,  president  of  tlie  Board  of  Lady 
Managers  of  the  World's  Fair,  may  be  the  ne.xt  president  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  is  becoming  every  day 
less  likely,  if  one  may  judge  by  the  way  in  which  ^Irs.  D.iuald 
McLean,  a  candidate  for  the  otTice,  is  gaining  ground  in  St. 
Louis  this  week. 

Mrs.  McLean,  like  Mrs  Manning,  is  from  New  York.  She 
is  here  as  the  guest  of  Mrs.  William  FL  Thomson,  and  the 
manner  in  which  people  are  going  out  of  their  way  to  do  her 
honor  is  significant. 

'Mrs.  Manning  lias  suffered  a  par'ial  and  in  snme  instances 
almost  a  total  eclipse  ui  D.  A.  R.  affairs  ever  since  Mrs.  McLean 
came  to  the  Fair.  For  instance,  at  a  recent  reception  in 
the  Missouri  building,  Mrs.  McLean  was  made  the  recipient 
of  an  honor  at  th.e  hands  of  Mrs.  Holt,  one  of  the  hostesses

Hur  forel'athers  laid  the  fotindation  of  America  in 
piety  and  patriotism.  Iia\in£;-  for  their  lii.c;h  resolve  hi,!;h- 
mindcdness  of  character  and  the  attrihi'.tes  of  iustict. 
cipiality  and  pror;ress.  which  has  heeii  so  a.dmirahly 
handed  d^wn  t(-i  their  posterity. 

Xo  better  illustration  of  the  iTihle  intlu>'nce  (Vfit/ 
power  of  the  Christian  church  can  he  found  than  that  01 
the  stor\'  of  the  I'alatines.  Indeed  it  i^  quite  as  fiathetic 
as  the  experiences  of  the  "Fil'^rim  Fath.ers."  when  the) 
landed  on  the  shores  of  the  Xew  England  coast. 

Tlic  name  ralatine  is  a  historic  one.  having-  been 
derived  from  the  name  of  the  iirst  settlement  of  the  site 
of  tlie  present  city  nf  Xewbiire;h-on-the-Hudson.  viz.: 
"The  Palatine  Parish  of  Quassaick." 

Tile  Palatines  who  bec^an  the  settlenuiit  of  Xew- 
bnru;h  weri.  from  the  Palatinate,  a  repiiai  lyincT  along  the 
iipp.er  waters  of  the  Rhine,  (piite  independent  of  France 
or  C'lerinaiiy,  but  coveted  l.i_\-  both. 

1  liese  Settlers  on  aecoiint  iil  wars  between  France 
and  .\iistria  and  the  de\'astatif>n  of  th.eir  country,  were 
dri\en  as  fie^dtives  to  l"n'.,dand  in  the  \ear  ijcs;.  and  wlir..

.After  some  years  a  j^i'eat  change  occurred  in  the 
population  of  the  settlement  :  ihev'  sought  other  land  where 
there  \-ias  richer  anil  tlner  soil,  for  the}-  were  mainly  fann- 
ers, and  soon  the  majc'rity  of  them  sold  their  farm^. 

Later,  in  1743.  the  place  passed  from  a  German  settle- 
ment almost  CLimpletely  under  the  crintrol  of  the  Scotch- 
Knglish   ami    had    been    christened    the    Scotch   name   of 
Xcwburgh. 

"The  Palatine  I'arish  (""f  Ouaissaick,''  the  original 
iiKinhers  c.f  which  w  ill  never  Ix-  forgotten,  for  they  were 
bra\'e,  hoiu-.st,  kiw-ahiding.  justice-loving  and  God-fearing 
people-  Xo  citi/eiis  of  more  substantial  worth  than  their 
descindanls  are  found  he:ieatli  that  glorious  fla.g  of  this 
their  nati\  e  land.  They  accomplished  niucii.  We  wonder 
at  wdiat  they  diil.  They  ga\-e  to  it  the  first  church  and  its 
first  government. 

Xations  have  come  and  gone  since  first  our  fathers 
reared  here  a  church.  L'ivili/ations  have  flourislicd  and 
deca_\ed.  Put  this  grand  republic,  whose  new  birth  it 
saw.  still  ii\es  on.  brightening  the  iiopes  and  aspirations 
eif  man}-  of  its  fellow-beings.  Many  trials  and  dangers 
lia\-e  threatened  it:  in  the  midst  of  confusion  and  in  the 
hour  of  trial  its  e>\ertbrow-  has  been  sought,  hut  the  old 
Palatine  church  and  its  descendants  have  been  true  to 
the  teachings  of  theise  men  .-nid  w-oinen  who  Inst  builded  it 

On  May  30,  1S99.  the  Daughters  of  the  Americm 
Revolution,  the  Ouaissaick  Chapter  of  Xewburgh,  un- 
veiled a  tablet  which  had  been  erected  by  them  on  tlie  site 
■of  the  old  Palatine  chtu'ch.  In  the  u[iper  left  hand  corner 
is  the  insignia  of  the  S'.'ciit},  and  bekjw  in  raised  letters 
is  the  folk.'W  ing  inscription: 

"On  this  glebe  site  was  erected,  aliotit  1730-  tl'c 
I.utheian  church  i>f  tlie  I'alatine  Pari^ll  of  Ouaissaielc. 
Rev.  Micha.el  Christian  Knoll,  pastor.  ]-'r()ni  July  10. 
1747,  Rev.  Ilezekiah  Walkms  of  the  Church  of  luigland. 
held  services  for  abeiut  twenty-five  years-  Erected  by 
Ouaissaick  Chapter,  naughters  of  the  Anierican  Revolu- 
tion. 1890."' 

All  honor  to  the  1 'aughlers  of  the  .\merican  Re\olu^ 
lion  of  Xewburgh  an«l  other  patriotic  societies  of  our  land 
in  erecting  such  t;iblets  and  memorials  to  preserve  the 
mem<ir\   of  past  exents.

HOMER     WARREN     AND     THE     .SWORD      OF      BU.'JKER 

HILL. 

If  Homer  W.arrcn  ever  becomes  Governor  of  Michigan  he 
will  have  to  sing  "  The  Sword  of  Bunker  Idill  .it  his  inaugural. 
He  may  be  able  to  sing  other  songs,  but  the  inilihc  knows  of  but 
one,  and  he  has  sung  that  so  long  and  so  often  and  so  well  tha' 
lie  has  acquired  a  kind  of  ownership  of  it,  and  nobody  d.ares 
contest  his  right.  It  is  iiue  that  Harold  Jarvis.  the  Detroit 
celebrity,  has  used  the  soiig  \eitli  tliriUin.g  effect  upon  Gr.and 
Rapids  auibences.  and  especially  at  one  of  the  Lincoln  Club 
banquets,  where  he  had  every  man  on  bis  feet  cheering  before  he 
had  finished  the  fit  st  verse,  but  there  has  all  the  time  been  a 
suspicion  that  Jarvis  borreiwed  the  idea  from  Warren.  Anyway, 
Warren  has  made  the  song  famous,  and  the  song  is  doing  its  best 
to  make  Warren  Governor. 

During  the  l.ist  presidential  campaign  A.  II.  liwing  of  this 
city,  a  believer  in  musical  campaigns,  sang  the  song  at  several 
points  alxiut  the  State,  and  was  so  well  received  that  he  began 
to  think  he  was  nearly  as  great  as  Homer  W'arren.  But  some- 
how Ewing's  audacity  was  reported  to  Detri^it,  and  one  of  the 
dailies  of  that  city  went  after  F.wing  with  a  pepper  box  and 
chastised  him  for  his  seeming  impertinence  in  this  manner: 

'AVe'll  bet  the  entire  Majestic  building  in  Detroit  against  the 
poorest  suite  of  olTices  in  the  Michigan  Trust  company's  block  in 
Grand  Rapids  that  Homer  Warren  could  make  Ewing  loolc  like 
30  cents  in  two  rounds  and  one  stanza.

Tile  histories  cf  .\merica  do  not  teach  the  first  princi- 
ples of  peace.  Imnie  and  n.ianiiness.  They  teach  nothing 
but  war,  war,  war  I"

travel  that  Professor  Sparks  considered  a  "frothy"  pa- 
triot.

He  never 
f'lr-ets  t' 1  tell  r,i  the  patriotism  of  his  ancestors,  frequentlv 
t'l  (he  foru;eiting  of  modem  or  even  local  patriotism. 

"'>ily  a  f<nv  people  have  the  opp.^irtunitv  to  prove 
their  patriotism  in  time  of  war."'  said  Professor  Sparks. 
"The  real  patiint  is  the  man  -('.ho  in  time^  of  peace  dedi-

*<i  the  polls  and  voting  as  b.is  conscience  tells  him  to;  who 
'Aorks  fr>r  the  i^rxid  of  the  ration  :  who  rears  his  children 
to  be  gn<ifl  citizen^  ;  wlm  places  in  his  hean  God  first  and 
his  countrv  next."

The  name  .Milo  le  </!rrk  is  foimd  in  the  "'  'ne  Hun- 
dred Rolls."  conipiled  in  the  reign  of  lidward  ]..  which 
Contain  records  of  the  pers<jiis  who  owned  lands  in  the 
time  of  William  the  Conqueror,  for  which  tlic}  pairl  rent 
ill  monev,  sheeji  or  hens,  or  gave  their  service  as  soldiers. 
.^everal  Domisd.av  tenants  are  designated  "Clcricu-." 

.\n  interesting  tradition  CLmnects  the  Claik:  faiiiily  bv 
marriage  with  that  of  Joseph  iif  .\riniathea.  .\fter  the 
Crucifixiciii.  Ji>se]ih  was  banished  fn_>m  Judea.  In  ci^unpany 
with  I'hilip  the  .\|iosi!c.  Mary.  Martha.  Lazarus  ami  a  ser- 
\ant.  Marcill.'i.  he  was  put  intri  a  vessel  without  sails  or 
oars,  and  set  adrift,  ti>  fierish  on  the  sia.  The  ship  was 
thrown  upon  the  Ireiich  coast.  Joseph  t"inaH\"  found  his 
wa\  to  r.ritain.  wlu're  he  fomidcil  a  church  at  <  llastonbiiry. 
to  which  place  thousands  of  the  de\out.  in  the  ?\Iiddle

I'pon  what  authority  the  tradition  of  the  connection 
of  the  familv  e)f  L'lark  with  Joseph  rests,  history  main- 
tains a  discreet  silence.

She  then  gave  a  rcsmiie  of  the 
historical  points  included  in  the  periocl  of  our  eligibility,  of  some 
of  the  political  features  of  the  time,  of  what  we  had  already 
done,  and  of  what  we  hoped  to  do,  concluded  with  words  of 
a|iprcciation  for  her  personal  part  in  all  of  this  day's  exercises.

WASHINGTON'S  BIRTHDAY  CELEBRATIONS.

In  the  Juniel  Mansion  Walter  Sctli  Logan,  president  of  the 
ianiiire  State  Society  of  tlit:  Sons  of  the  American  Rovolntion, 
tallaj  to  the  gne^ts  of  the  Wa.-hington  lleadqu.irters  .\;^ocianLin, 
fonnded  b\  the  Daughters  of  the  American  RfSoUitiun. 

"Our  conntry  is  not  yet  free  from  its  troubles,"  said  he,  "for 
there  are  enemies  more  d.mserous  than  King  George  or  Lord 
Nortli.  ihuse  enemies  are  the  trusts  and  tlio  great  railruad  'ojiu- 
hincs.'  A  recent  investigation  lias  brought  to  light  the  fact  that 
one  ^nai)  cuntroUed  ^^a >,ooo,ooo.  In  tlie  old  ilays  kings  used  t'j 
behead  the  barons  wh.en  th.ey  had  accuiniilatcd  great  wealth. 

"We  may  have  to  trim  off  the  heads  of  our  big  men,  becan^e 
tlicy  are  loo  strong.  The  greatest  problem  of  to-day  is  the  tru.-t^. 
How  is  It  pos.-ible  for  those  great  aggregations  to  live  m  a  liepuh- 
lic  like  ours  if  the  Republic  itself  is  to  live? 

"The  great  railroad  combines  control  the  legislators  of  I'enn- 
sylvania,  as  they  do  to  a  large  extent  those  at  \\  ashington  atut  m 
.•\lbany.  But  there  is  a  Son  of  the  .\mrriean  Revolution  u  1  o  ha, 
taken  up  his  home  in  a  milk-\\hite  how^r  b,-ick  of  the  liea-urv  in 
Washington  who  will  be  able  to  cope  uith  all  these  prt.hlenis. 
He  was  a  great  man  before  we  got  hohl  of  liim,  and  he  told  nic 
that  he  would  be  a  better  President  l>ecause  he  was  a  Son  of  the 
American  Rcvohition. 

"Our  societies  can  help  the  IVesideiU  in  his  work,  and  the 
best  way  we  can  show  honor  to  our  ancestors  is  by  setung  an  ex- 
ample of  patriotism  for  our  descendants  to  follow." 

Pre-ident  Foriies,  of  the  Hoard  of  Aldciiiun,  took  a  viev\ 
fni  different  from  Mr.  Logan's.

We  are  indebted  to  Orange  Ch.ipter  f..r  tl'.e  u-e  t<i  tkii  li.aM  in 
which  we  are  holding  our  t.aii'.piet,  where  we  have  th.e  pleasure 
of  meeting  them  face  to  face."  He  then  .^p.ike  of  the  di-.turbance 
in  the  P'ar  East. 

"News  Comes  to  ns  now  that  the  gre.it  war  in  the  bar  E.a~t. 
which  has  e.xcited  our  aduiirati.in  fur  s.iine  time  pa-t,  ha-,  n.'w 
reached  such  a  stage  that  the  great  nati..ns  of  the  earth  are 
looking  to  the  I'nited  Slates  as  the  arbiter  of  peace.  Kiissia, 
with  its  millions;  (iieat  Critaiu,  who  e  ciimi.-.n  ro.'.r  in  the  111. .ru- 
ing belts  the  world;  Italy,  Irance.  Oermany.  all  are  kiolong  to  tli.; 
United  States  to  determine  the  great  war  which  has  been  earric!

The  Piattle  of  Trcntejii  was  spok.-a  of  as  a  skirmish,  a  sur- 
prise, where  W'a-hingtou  nut  uiily  put  the  He-sians  to  r..ul.  but 
captured  the  enemy's  wagon  trains,  whicli  gave  pr.jvisions  1.1  the 
suffering  patriots.  Inieresting  iiuleeil  was  the  narrative  of  the 
strategic  moves  ma.lc  by  W'ashingtun  al.-.ng  the  b.inks  .'.f  the 
Ass3i".pink  to  Princet..n,  where  the  Continental  .\rmy  made  it< 
stand  upon  favorable  ground  and  won  the  battle.  Then  came  the 
independence  of  the  ■:olonies,  whicli  il  to  'k  si.x  bang  }ears  more 
to  clinch,  but  it  was  all  due  to  the  battles  of  rrenloii  ami 
Princeton."

Pishop  Lines  said  that  lb.-  fnsl  selllement  of  Connecticut 
p.ople  in  New  Jersey  was  m  S.ilcm  in  itjSo,  from  tlie  '  New 
lla\en  colony,  and  continued  his  hisie.rical  narrative  lo  the  >ear 
lOod,  when  the  Rev.  .Abraham  Pieis..n  an.l  his  followers  came 
to  the  banks  of  the  Passaic  and  settled  the  town  of  Newark. 
I  Ills  was  the  last  stind  made  t'.ir  liie  ol.l  Purilan  piinciple  of 
the  Church  and  .Stale  being  insepar.ihle.  lie  also  spoke  of  the 
wi.rk  which  has  been  done  by  the  Sons  e.f  the  .American  Revolii- 
ti..u  in  marking  historical  places,  and  of  the  work  tli.it  the  Xew 
Jersey  Society  had  done  in  this  direction. 

The  present  generati..in  ought  n.it  to  fall  back  on  its  ancestry 
or  on  the  fact  that  they  were  w.uthy  men  wh.i  fought  on;  the 
independence  of  the  country,  lie  s.ud,  but  it  ought  io  take  up  ami 
carry  fenward  ihe  e.ld  liattles  fur  liberty  and  freeduin,  justice  and 
righteousness. 

-"  Hie  ech.ies  of  tliat  old  struggle,"  he  declare. I,  "ouglil  to  be 
lie;.rd  perhaps  in  Kir-isa  to-day.  So  that  tbe  great  tyranny  sli.iU  be 
lifleij  from  that  country.  'Ibe  iiati..n,  which  almost  in  a  day  has 
taken  its  pl.iee  among  tlie  great  nations  of  tlie  woil.l,  li,i.|  its 
IL.rls  r.|)ciieil  and  was  enabled  to  play  its  part  by  the  action  uf 
Commodore  Perry,  and  so  this  ce.nntry  is  called  tip.iu  t..  till  an 
e\eii  l.iiger  place  in  shaping  the  rlestiny  of  the  wli.ile  world." 

Tlie  Rev.  Dr.  Martin,  in  resp.'uding  for  "'I'h.'  bl.iuglilers," 
saiii  that  he  was  glad  to  sec  a  reinesentatiou  .>f  the  fair  sex  in 
the  bale. my,  and  that  they  were  nut  delerre.l  by  tlie  storm.  With 
rem.irks,  hniuuruus  and  seri.ius,  Dr.  Martin  kept  the  aii.lieiice 
intensely  inleresied.  .A  glo\.ing  Iribiite  was  p.ii.l  to  w ..mankind 
for  lb.!  noble  w.irtli,  !ier  teuileriiess,  affection  and  exaltation  of 
the  home  life.  In  llie  church  e-peci.dly  she  was  a  consci.'nli..us, 
lianl  worker,  and  w.lunever  she  un.l'-rl....k  any  line  of  work  she 
generally  succeeded.

.lohn  Whitehead,  a  niemher  of  tiie  law  liini  eil'  Whueh.ead  X- 
I'ajne,  .if  Ji)7  .M.arket  street,  .Xew.irk,  and  a  le-idenl  ed  .\lniii-.- 
tiiwn  lor  almost  h.ill  a  eeiunry,  ilieil  suddenly  111  his  chan  at  in^ 
honu  in  Hill  street,  of  heart  failure.  lA'urnary  1.4lh.  He  had 
keen  ili  ahuut  a  m^mili,  snifvring  from  a  ie'ore  aitaek  oi  Liiip, 
hut  It  was  .'U(iposed  w.is  ini]iroving,  when  he  suddenly  coni)'l,iiiie.l 
i.if  Ileal  t   weakness,  and  jeissed  away  willim  a  feu   minute-, 

Jt  w.is  .Mr,  Whitehead's  e.Kprcssed  \visli  thai  Re\,  lleury 
Aiideison  (colored),  formerly  p.istor  of  the  .\frieaii  .Metlioiii^t 
lipiseopal  Church,  of  Morn-town,  and  iisiw  slaiioned  in  .\e\\,irk, 
should  assist  ;it  his  funeral. 

Mr.  Whitehead  w.is  a  eousiii  of  William  .Sikis  WlnielH.id, 
who  died  in  Xewark  the  same  day.  J  hey  were  hroU,L,hl  up  lo- 
ge'iher. 

John  Whitehead  t'llkd  his  pait  in  the  legal  and  social  hi-toiy 
of  New  Jeisey  w  iih  credit  to  himself  and  pleasure  to  his  felke,s- 
iiiau.  D.uni;  within  a  few  luiurs  of  his  coUsin,  William  Sil.i- 
Whiteheail,  he  su.ippeil  another  link  connectir.g  the  pre-eiit  with 
Newark's  past.  Although  not  iiati\e  born,  and  although  li\ing 
for  a  part  of  his  life  m  Morrislown,  }dr.  Wliitehcad  wa-  yet  a 
Newarker  and  of  .\e\\  .irk— thorogulily  identified  Willi  ii-  ln-tor> 
and  its  interests.  For  years  his  home  was  in  what  is  now  New- 
ark, and  his  leg.il  pr.iciice  was  contuietl  almost  entirely  to  the 
courts  of  this  county. 

He  was  born  in  September,  1819.  in  .lcr:ey,  Licking  Coimty, 
O.,  whither  his  parents  had  moved  iuuic  years  btfoie.  I  lis 
lather  dying  when  the  future  lawyer  was  only  a  babe,  the  widow 
raine  to  this  city,  where  the  child's  uncle,  Asa  Whitehead,  a  lead- 
ing member  of  the  local  !!ar  ami  a  strong  personality,  took  charge 
of  the  education  and  future  of  John. 

After  a  thorough  academic  education,  the  boy,  then  grown 
into  young  in.tiihood,  became  a  student  in  his  uncle's  otilce,  being 
admitted  to  the  liar  in  184O.  He  began  the  practice  of  his  jnofe--- 
sion  at  once,  and  three  years  later  opened  an  olhce  of  In-  own. 
In  iS^fi  he  married  Katherine  Mills,  daughter  of  James  Mill-, 
ShcrilT  of  Morris  County,  who  was  considered  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  women  of  her  vicinity,  i'roin  th.is  union  sprang  two 
children,  a  son.  Henry,  who  died  in  1S57,  and  a  d.aughter,  K.ithe- 
rinc,  who  survives  her  father  and  is  unmarried.  Mis.  Whitehead 
died  two  years  ago. 

The  young  couple  took  up  their  abode  in  a  house  at  Pen- 
nington and  Orchard  streets,  owned  by  Asa  Whitehead,  but  sub- 
sequently moved  to  South  Broad  street,  remaining  there  until  the 
early  hlii'. s,  when  they  again  moved,  this  time  to  a  plot  of  ground 
V>ought  jointly  by  John  Whiteh.ead  and  -\.  Q.  Keashey,  e.xtending 
from  what  is  now  the  corm  r  of  Clinton  and  Avon  aveiics  tiiid 
txtending  to  th.it  part  of  Itelmont  avenue,  then  known  as  the 
"tollgatc."  Mr.  Whitehead  built  a  hou-e  in  Stratford  place,  now 
occupied  by  August  lUiermanu.  Still  later,  he  took  that  portion 
of  the  joint  property  extending  from  Stratford  place  to  the  toll- 
gate.     In  1801  Mr.  \\'hiteliead  moved  to  >dorristown. 

He  was  made  a  counsellor  in  1S47.  in  1S56  a  United  States 
Circuit  Court  Commissioner  of  this  Slate,  and  snbseq'.iently  a 
Special  Master  in  Chancery  and  a  Supreme  Court  Commi-si  mer. 
Despite  his  extensive  practice  he  found  time  to  de\ote  to  his 
torical  research  and  educalioiinl  matters,  in  both  of  which  lu-  look 
the  keenest  interest  up  to  the  time  of  his  ileath.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Public  School  Committee  of  Newark  as  e.irlv  as  iS-(,;, 
ils  meetings  being  hild  in  his  private  oliice  feir  some  time. 

In  1S51  this  Committee  grew  into  the  I'.oard  of  Kducation,  and 
Mr.  \\hitehead  became  secretary  ami  tre,i-urer  of  the  newly 
created  hod\ .  holding  these  p..sitions  till  I.^;?,  I'or  s.sveral  ye.irs 
he  was  aKn  Scliool  .Superintendent  of  Clinton  Township  and  Sec- 
retarv  of  the  State  .Society  of  '['eachcrs  ar.d  I'rieiuls  of  I'.di'c.ition. 
While   holding   the   latter   position   he   spent   much   time   tr.ivcling 


alioiil    the   St;;te,   urging   upon    \-,irious   Imlies   the   \',ist    iiupoi  laiice 
ol    gre.iier    ediical  loii.al    .id\ai!t.iges    for    the    children    of    the    Com 
luoiiwcillh. 

He  w.-is  also  proiniiieiit  in  the  .-'smerieaii  .\ssoci.ation  for  the 
.\d\aiiceir,eiit  of  ICd.ucit;.  m.  When  the  l-egislatnie  deeieeil  h\ 
special  act  tlia.t  school  exr.miiiers  sliemld  be  appoinled  111  the  dif 
leieiit  eoumics  of  the  St.ite,  .Mr,  Whitehead  was  Selected  foi  ihe 
prist  ol  l.s-ex  County,  i'.ui  his  work  toi  ed.ue.ilion  did  iioi  slop 
with  s. dr. Ills,  for  he  was  one  of  the  most  indefatigable  workers 
in  the  caiue  wliiili  eM.nliially  -ucceedid  in  building  the  l.ihraiN' 
and  1  \niiiii  ill  Morrislr.vn,  opened  in  1870.  Since  then  he  w.is 
an  actne  meiiibir  of  its  Hoard  of  l-)ircctors,  and  in  rciliti,-  the 
snpci\i-ing  head,  ha\ing  the  final  say  in  the  choice  of  >\r\\   books. 

.Mthoiigh  no!  active  in  hi?  partisanship,  .Mr.  Wliit(lie-ad  was 
an  ardent  Kepublicaii,  and  during  the  exciting  days  preceding  the 
war  he  came  out  strongly  in  favor  of  the  aholitiou  of  sl;i\ery. 
When  emancipation  w.is  pioel.iimed,  Mr.  Whitehead  at  once  took 
up  the  cudgels  in  behalf  of  bestow ing  the  franchise  on  the  negro. 
When  it  was  obtained  and  the  negroes  of  .Morri-iown  giew  fear- 
ful that  they  might  he  precenteil  from  exercising  tUeir  yieo.ga. 
li\e.  he  stood  at  the  head  of  the  line  of  newly-niadc  eili/eiis  and 
remained  on  watch  until  the  last  one  li.ad  -afely  cast  hi-  vote 
I'.ui  his  iiituLsi  in  the  race  did  not  end  there,  for  he  w.is  a 
teacher  lor  forty  years  in  the  .African  M,  ]''.  Church  in  Spring 
street,  Alorristown. 

In  18«1I  he  was  elected  President  of  the  New  Jersey  Society 
of  the  ."^oiis  of  the  Amcric.-.n  Ke\olution,  a  position  he  held  to 
his  de.ith.  Jle  was  also  named  Vice-I'residcait  of  the  National 
body  in  1S1I.;.  after  ha'\iii,g  lepeatedly  declined  the  presidency.  In 
addition,  Mr.  WTiilehead  was  one  of  the  directorate  of  the  W'ash- 
iiigton  .\sSc;ciation  of  New  Jersey,  tin  active  niemlier  of  the  New 
Jersey  Historical  Sociely,  and  a  member  of  the  Slate  Clniiiies 
.\id  .Association.  In  days  gene  by,  he  was  also  a  [jrisident  of  th.e 
F'nidenti.il  T.ife  Insurance  Company. 

Throu:;!i  his  entire  career,  Mr,  WhitcdieacI  worked  nnceasingly 
for  the  goo.l  of  others,  devoting  his  lust  energies  and  much  money 
to  the  welfare  of  the  lowly  and  oppressed.  In  his  refigiou  he 
was  as  bioad  and  liberal  as  in  all  other  things,  and  although  a 
member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Cliurch  of  ^b3rristow•n,  lie  was 
the  friend  and  ally  of  ail  sects,  aiding  all  impartially  to  the  best 
of  his  ability. 

He  was  the  author  of  many  articles  on  historical  and  educa- 
tional subjects,  and  the  editf'r  and  compiler  of  "  I'lie  Judici.il  and 
Civil  History  of  New  Jersey,",  published  in  1897.  His  last  ad- 
dress— on  bis  favorite  theme,  the  American  Kevohition  -  w.as 
made  on  January  3.  at  a  meeting  of  the  Sons  of  the  ,\uieric.iii 
Revolution,  held  at  Orange.  The  day  was  one  of  the  worst  of  the 
winter,  but  Mr.  Whitehead  was  imdrierred  by  the  bli/'ard  lag- 
ing.  and  despite  the  advice  of  friends,  journeyed  to  Orange,  and 
after  the  meeting,  to  Morristown,  coming  tii  his  ofhce  in  tins  cit> 
the  next  morning. — .Vi'iccH'/.'  /:r'i'i'lij,t;   .Vr;c.v.  Fehiuarv    Is,    I')o-.

forward  tl'.e  movement  which  will  mark  with  dignity  and  henior 
ibis  hisiuric  spot.  'lh»  L'niled  States  Daughters  (<f  1S12  for  the 
State  of  Louisiana  liave  tnade  this  patriotic  woik  the  object  of 
tlicir  tender  care,  and,  for  this  purpose,  have  retained  the  original 
local  name  of  lyyG-iSu,  which  they  were  called  under  the  early 
State  charter  and  before  the  National  Society  received  its  Na- 
tional charter.  'I'his  early  charter  of  1776-1812  gives  to  th.cm. 
from  the  State,  the  light  to  care  for  this  monument.  Therefore, 
a-  long  as  this  is  to  tliem  a  holy  trust,  they  will  retain  the  name 
and  privilege.  I'.ul  they  ha\c  adopted  the  National  Society  in- 
corporation and  the  Natiraial  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
rviugliters  of  1S12.  are  living  uliolly  up  to  its  provisions,  and  no 
.Stale  is  more  lo\al  and  true. 

'I  he  first  olijection  of  the  United  States  Govermnent  to  take 
up  this  work  was  that  they  could  not  put  a  monument  on  lands 
that  did  n.it  belong  to  the  C'nited  States.  This  dilhculty  has  been 
o\ereome  by  an  act  t^i  the  Loiii_-iaii,a  State  Government  deeding 
the  land  on  which  this  monument  stands  to  the  I'nited  States.

'J'hc.  mctinf;  was  opened  by  Artlmr  V/.  Dennis,  President  of 
the  Society,  who  first  thanked  the  patiiotic  societies  within  this 
Slate  for  the  interest  l.da'n  liy  them  in  the  Rhode  Island  Society 
of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution.  lie  said  thai  the  lecture 
was  in  part  to  return  the  many  courlesier.  extended  liy  them  to 
the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution  in  Rhode  Island.  lie  pre- 
sented Henry  Vnu  Anibnrph  .I("-lin,  Chairman  of  tlic  Lecture 
Coniniittec. 

Mr.  Joslin  said  tb.it  President  l")eniiis  had  conferred  a  great 
privilege  on  him  in  giving  him  the  pleasure  of  introducing  the 
speaker,  a  representative  woman,  who  had  a  subject  in  which  all 
Rhode  Islanders  arc  interested.  He  ih.en  presented  Miss  \\'or5- 
tell,   whri  spoke  a-    ff.llnus  : 

General  Nathanael  Greene  is  a  sidiject  in  which  all  residents 
of  Rhode  Island  have  a  very  great  interest,  whether  they  arc  de- 
sccndar.ts  of  the  Colonial  families  or  have  taken  up  residence 
within  this  State  at  a  recent  date,  and  it  would  have  been  a  great 
privilege  if  every  lesidcnt  of  Rhode  Island  could  have  h.eard 
Miss  Worstell.  There  was  otdy  one  man,  the  "Father  of  His 
Country,"  who  was  held  in  higlier  esteem  by  the  Colonial  people 
than  Greene,  and  probably  none,  not  excepting  even  ^Vashington, 
made  greater  sacrifices  to  serve  the  can^o  r.f  liberty  by  freeing 
the  united  colonies  from  the  tyranny  of  the  mother  conntry. 

Miss  Worstell  showed  great  familiarity  with  her  snliject  and 
treated  it  with  a  deal  nf  synipalhy,  giving  graphic  pictmes  of  the 
boyhood  of  Nathanael  fSreene  and  the  harcMiips  lliat  he  endured 
during  his  military  career  in  the  Continental  .\imy.  She  gave  a 
comprehensive  biography  of  the  distingnidied  Rhode  I-liiul  Gen- 
eral, who  stands  next  to  \\'ashineton  in  the  rank  of  Revolu- 
tionary heroes.  She  told  of  him  not  only  as  a  patriot,  but  as  a 
man,  and  related  incidents  of  his  oflici.d  and  family  life. 

Nathanael  Greene  was  born  on  May  j;,  1742,  .••t  Pctmvomut 
Neck,  of  Quaker  parentage,  most  of  his  ancestors  coming  frrin 
Salisbury,  England.  He  grew  up  in  a  home  devoid  of  educational 
privileges,  for  his  father  thought  bonk  learning  "a  weariness  to 
the  flesh.''  Rut  in  early  life  he  made  the  acquaintauec  of  Kzra 
Stvks,  of  Vale  College,  who  aide.I  hii-.i  in  getting  an  education. 
\Vhen  a  young  man  be  mortified  his  Quaker  relatives  by  purchas- 
ing an  old  rille  of  .1  Vliiiish  deserter  in  Roslon  and  learm'ng  the 
manual  of  arms.  His  interest  in  the  can^e  cif  the  American  colo- 
nies grew  in  proportir.n  to  the  tyranny  of  }-'ngland,  and  v.hen  the 
Revolution  brnke  out  (ireeue  uas  ready  to  leave  his  wife  and 
home  to  fight  for  libt  rly.  He  u.i-  made  Brigadier  General  and 
went  to  Boston,  thence  to  Long  Island  and  later  to  New  Jersey. 
In  all  the  battles  that  took  place  in  the  meantime  Greene  showed 
great  military  ability  and  skill,  \\hich  readily  v.on  promotion  for 
him. 

Finally  he  was  sent  to  command  the  forces  in  the  South, 
probably  the  most  diflicult  task  of  the  entire  war.  Here  his 
executive  ability  manifested  itself  again,  and  he  not  only  won 
some  victories,  but  made  several  good  retreats  and  continually 
added  laurels  to  his  reputation.  His  losses  at  tlic  b.dtles  of  Guil- 
ford Court  House  and  Fort'  Nincty-Si.\,  as  in  all  instance;,  v.cre 
quite  out  of  proportion  to  those  of  the  enemy,  and  when  he  re- 
turned North  he  was  hailed  everywhere  as  the  "conqueror  of  the 
South"  and  many  honors  were  paid  him. 

Nathanael  Greene  married  Kathcrinc  Littlefield.  niece  of  the 
famous  Revohitionaiy  War  Governor,  William  Greene,  in  1774. 
Idieir  home  was  in  this  State  until  the  eml  of  the  war.  Hut  at 
the  close  of  the  Revolution  Gen.  Greene  found  himself  almost 
penniless  and  without  any  employment.  Three  Southern  States, 
Georgia  and  Nnrth  and  SoiUh  Carolina,  generously  subscribed 
20.(vi.-i  guineas  and  .^o.rno  acres  of  land  for  him.  and  he  tlierrfore 
took  up  his  residence  at  Mnlberrv  Grrive,  near  Savannah.  There 
he  died  in  i;.^"".  beloved  and  lamented  by  North  and  South  alike.

S.id  indeed  was  that  deln-i'»n,  and  -hocking  the  extent  to  wliieli 
the  bewildered  im.iginatioiii  and  c.xeited  passion--,  of  the  people 
Imriied  and  dri.i\e  ihcm  on  to  decdi  for  wliieh  they  are  n^.w 
visited  with  iinniea.<;ured  reproach.  Witches  were  uyarded  as 
persons  who  had  transferred  their  allegiance  and  worship  from 
God  to  tl'.e  Devil,  and  through  their  compact  with  him  were  .'ap- 
posed to  h.avc  the  power  to  distress  and  afriici  \vli':>ni>oever  tliey 
would. 

The  fcllowing  is  llie  list  of  tlio-e  who  k>st  their  lives  as 
witches  by  the  band  of  the  executioner  on  Callow's  )ldl,  Saleiii : 

Rev.  John  P.urrough?,  of  Wells ;  Wilmot  Reed,  of  Marhle- 
liead  ;  Margaret  Scot,  of  Rowley;  Susanna  Martin,  of  .Amesbury; 
lilizabetli  How,  of  Ipswich;  Sarah  ^^'ildes  and  Mar\  ICsley.  of 
Topsfield;  Samuel  Wardwell,  MargeTct  Currier  and  Mary  Parker, 
of  Andover;  John  Proctor  and  George  Jacobs,  Sen.  John  Wd- 
lard,  Sarah  Good,  Rebecca  Nonrsc  and  Martha  Corey,  of  Salem 
\'illage,_and  .A.nn  Pudeater.  tjridget  Di^hop  and  Alice  Parker,  of 
Salem.  Giles  Corey,  of  Salem  Fat  iiies,  was  pressed  to  death. 
\\1iile  in  his  death  agony  his  tongue  was  pressed  out  of  his 
mouth,  and  was  forced  in  again  by  the  sheriff  with  liis  cane. 

About  150  persons  were  accused  of  \v'itchcraft,,  including  nine 
children  varying  from  fi\e  to  fourteen  years  of  age: 

Various  were  the  accusations  brt'itght  against  them;  such  as 
having  familiarity  with  the  blact:  man,  who  was  ever  at  their  side 
whispering  in  tlieir  ear;  holding  days  of  hellish  fasts  and  thanks- 
giving; eating  red  bread  and  drinking  blood;  transforming  them- 
selves and  their  victims  into  various  forms;  signing  couhacts  with 
Satan,  entering  bis  employ  and  yielding  to  I'.is  commands;  afiii.t- 
ing  others  by  pinching,  pricking  with  pins,  striking,  tic.  when 
many  miles  distant;  and  divers  other  aecn^atious  that  would  be 
laughed  to  scorn  at  the  present  iV^y. 

John  P.radstrcet  was  accused  of  bewitching  a  dog.  but  mak- 
ing his  escape,  the  dog  suffered  the  penalty,  and  was  hung  as  a 
witch, 

Ma?iy  foolish  and  harsh  mca-nre-  were  resoitcd  to,  to  test 
witclies,  one  of  wdiich  was  to  take  the  accused  to  a  river  or  pond, 
and  throw  them  in.  If  tliey  swam  they  were  pronounced  witclie- 
and  were  treated  as  such.  If  they  could  n^-t  swim  they  would 
sink  and  lie  proclaimed  imiiicent :  m  either  case  the  result  was 
death, 

Wiieu  the  authorities  weie  cou\inted  of  tlieir  error  (eyes  be- 
came oiKU  to  a  sen-e  of  their  dr!n<i'in),  the  (ejvernor  ordered  all 
tliose  accn-;ed  an.d  not  tried,  to  lie  di-charged.  The  Salem  pii-.m 
was  full  of  them.  Sucli  a  "Jail  r>elivery''  was  never  known  be- 
fore or  since  in  'New  k.ngland. 

At  the  office  of  'he  Cleik  of  C"onrts,  at  S.ileui.  may  be  seen 
many  of  the  original  documents  pertaining  to  the  celebrated  tri.•i;^ 
for  witcheraft.  together  with  a  number  of  pins,  etc.,  which  were 
produced  in  evidence  ra  these  trials. 


GOVEt^.NOR    EIAVIN    WARPIELD    AT    MARY- 
LAND   SOCIETY    DINNER. 

Governor  Pd.wn  W.nl'ield,  of  Marxland,  came  o\er  from 
Annapolis  to  attend  the  M.ir\kmd  Society  dinner  at  the  Hotel 
Astor,  The  greater  ]i.irt  of  Governor  Warfield's  speech  was 
devoted  to  the  race  ipie-iion  in  the  South,  and  he  expressed  satis- 
fictiou  that  I're-iueiit  Koo^evelt,  in  his  Pincoln  Day  speech  iii 
I'hiladelphia,  had  "followed  in  the  wake  of  Southern  or.ators  and 
taken  such  a  fair  and  patriotic  stand  upon  this  que^tiou."  This 
speech  of  ihe  I'lesident's,  Goveruoi'  Warlield  said,  had  con- 
vinced the  pioplc  of  the  Southern  St:;!es  that  he  is  beginning  to 
reah/e  the  true  sl.ilns  of  the  negro  in  the  South,  and  that  what 
the  President  saiti  in  tiiat  speech  was  being  interpreted  in  the 
South  as  an  e.irne.-t  of  Mr.  Roosevelt's  determination  to  aid  in 
maintaining  the  relations  now  iirevailing  in  the  South,  "and  which 
are  fast  being  accepted,"  continued  Governor  \\'arlield,  "throt:gh- 
out  the  land  as  the  proper  relations  to  <  \-i,-.t  between  the  races  in 
e\ery  section  of  our  comUry.  Pre^ident  Roo3e\elt  has  my  ap- 
proval in  the  iiolicy  he  suggests  to  adv.ince  th.e  negro  along  ijnei 
that  will  m.ike  him  a  liencr,  a  more  useful  man,  and  I'lthim  lor 
the  grave  re-ponsibiliiies  of  cili/enship. 

]'!t  has  been  suggested  that  the  solution  of  the  race  pri'blem 
lies  in  the  repeal  of  the  l-'ifteenth  .A'ncudnient,  thus  leaving  with 
e.ich  State  in  the  I'nion  the  jiower  to  adjust  the  quistions  of 
snlTrage  to  suit  its  special  social  conditions.  The  piivilege  to 
vote  could  then  be  be-lowed  in  a  way  to  pkice  the  electorate,  upon 
;m  intelligent  basis,  without  the  resort  to  the  expedient  of  unwise 
Con  titutional  amendments  that  strain  the  consciences  of  our 
best  people  and  arouse  criticism.  'J  he  solution  of  the  problem  in 
this  way  would  re-uU  in  benefit  to  the  negro,  would  prevent  law- 
le,-:ness  and  crime,  ini|)Vove  labor  conditions  and  bring  to  the 
deserving  and  worthy  negro  the  rccogiulion  recommended  by  the 
President  in  his  p.itriinic  utterances,  the  recognition  that  worth 
always  wins. 

"W'c  have  the  race  t|ue^tion  now  confronting  us  in  Maty- 
land,  A  strong  ficHng  has  grown  U|i  in  our  State  ag.iinst  the 
negro  in  politics.  beca,i--e  (if  the  bliiul  w;iy  in  wliieh  he  follows 
the  dictates  and  the  lead  of  designing  Republican  politi'.-ians  who 
use  h.ini  for  person.d  gain.  .After  forty  years  of  freedom  and 
thirty-five  years  of  eiifr.inchisemeut  they  stand  in  solid  airay 
against  the  material  .welfare  of  the  State  and  vote  as  a  unit 
under  the  dict.itioii  01'  corrupt  and  ^elf"i-,li  political  bosses,  m.my 
of  whom  allied  Jiein-eives  with  the  Re[inblican  parly  after  the 
enfr.Ti-chi-cnieiit  of  tlie  negro,  l)ccau^e  they  saw  the  oppi  utiinity 
of  using;  liini  t"  ad\.;'KC  tlieir  amliiiion,"

Mr.  Cone  has  rendered  the  sijciety  valuable  Ser\ieef,  and 
was  conspicuously  identified  with  the  patriotic,  religious  and  edu- 
cational woik  of  the  inelropulis  out-ide  of  thi=  orgaiii.iaii' ai.  Mr. 
Cone  was  one  of  the  earliest  iiieiiihers  of  this  society,  Ins  number 
being  fifty-lliree.  }le  was  born  in  West  Graiiby,  liartiord 
County,  Conn.,  .March  4,  iSjj.  His  ance-ti.ir,  Danid  Cone,  came 
to  Massachusetts  ficini  Edinhurtdi,  .Scotland,  in  1O51,  married 
Mehitabel  Spencer,  of  Lynn,  Mass.,  and  later,  t'J:_:ether  wiih  his 
wife's  family,  moved  to  Connecticut.  Mr.  Coue\  great  grand- 
father, Daniel  Cone,  graiul>on  of  the  lirst  Daniel,  was  a  ^o!dier  at 
Lonisburg  and  'J'iconderoga.  His  grauilfather,  Daniel  Murlbut 
Cone,  started  for  lioston,  with  his  brother  William,  who  was  a 
Captain  of  I\linutcmen,  tlie  day  the  news  of  the  engagemer.t  at 
Lexinglon  and  Concord  was  received  by  courier.  He  served 
during  the  entire  war,  and  drew  a  pension  until  his  death  in  ii>s2. 
a:  the  age  of  eighty-eight.  Mr.  E.  P.  Cone  was  educated  at  the 
academy  at  Harwinton,  Litchfield  County,  of  which  Zeiios  Mon- 
tague Phelps,  of  Brooklyn,  X.  Y..  was  principal.  His  first  busi- 
ness experience  v. as  in  the  store  of  George  E.  &  William  H. 
Goodspeed,  at  Goodspeed  Landing,  East  Haddam,  Conn,  and 
later  he  went  into  business  with  his  brother  in  Tennessee,  where 
he  laid  the  foundation  of  the  business  training  which  subsequently 
won  for  him  his  prominent  connection  with  metropolitan  inter- 
ests. At  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War,  although  living  in  Ten- 
nessee, Mr.  Cone  was  fearless  in  expressing  hi-  views  in  behalf 
of  the  Union,  and  cast  the  only  vote  in  the  precinct  in  which  he 
lived  a.gainst  the  Ordinance  of  Secession  jn  June,  iSoi.  Tieing 
in  great  danger  from  refusing  to  rocogni/e  tlie  authority  of  the 
Vigilance  Committee,  he  effected  Iiis  escape  from  the  State  to 
I^iiisviHc,  K>-..  remaining  there  until  the  fall  of  Fort  Ponelsnn. 
Returning  with  Andrew  Joiinson,  who  had  been  appointed  Mili- 
tary Goveror,  Mr.  Cone  became  .-Vssistant  Postmaster  at  Xash- 
ville.  He  was  secretary  of  the  two  Reconstruction  Convention; 
called  to  reorganize  the  State,  and  rendered  effective  service  in 
many  other  civil  oltices,  ami  in  raising  a  military  company  at  the 
time  of  Praeg's  invasion  of  Kentucky,  when  I'orrest's  cavalry  was 
almost  in  sight  of  Xashville,  and  communication  was  entirely  cut 
off  from  Louisville.  I'or  a  number  of  years  Mr.  Cone  occupied 
the  responsible  position  of  advertising  manager  of  the  Xew 
York  Ledger,  to  the  success  of  which  his  good  judgment  largely 
contributed.  He  has  been  comniander  of  the  John  .-a.  Dix  Pon, 
G.  A.  R.,  member  of  the  Xew  lingland  Society,  Councilor  Gen- 
eral of  the  Order  of  Founders  and  Patriots  of  .America,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Ixitos,  l''ress.  Patria  and  Twilight  Clubs,  and  of  the 
New  York  Genealogical  and  Piographical  Society.  In  \?^>\.  Mr. 
Cone  married  .Anna  Maud  Roche,  of  ^lassachii;etts.  a  de.-cend- 
ant  of  the  family  of  de  la  Rochejaquelin.  of  La  \'rndee,  France. 
Mr.  Cone's  patriotism  was  equaled  by  his  zeal  in  religious  good

Gillnil  Ro/siicr,  years  agv)  ;i  writer  of  historical  sjatcl'.es 
concernini;  the  Xoi  tliwe,-t,  died  on  Mond.ay  at  his  liome  in  Lake 
I'Vin  St,  III,  aged  eighty-two.  Ho  w;is  born  in  Connecticut  and 
wi'iit  to  Chicago  with  his  father  in  \i\\\.  He  became  iiilei  i:-.lvd  in 
Indian  legends  connccled  vith  the  early  hi>li,iry  of  Illinois,  Wis- 
consin and  the  Lake  Superior  leeion,  and  devoted  much  time  to 
rcseaich  and  writing  on  the  .subjecl.  He  was  one  of  the  earli.-st 
settlers  in  Lake  I'oiest,  removing  tluie  in  if-'.^.'s.  He  is  survived 
by  his  wife  and  two  children,  Mrs.  Edward  Allen  Powers  and 
Luther  Newton  Rossiler. 


\\'illia,ni  Henry  Btirbeck,  of  New  London,  Conn.,  eighty-two 
years  old,  died  in  this  city  rcciiUlv.  He  wiis  a  Son  of  tlie  Amer- 
ican Revolution  and  a  incmbcr  of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati. 
His  father  was  Geiirral  Henry  liurbeck,  who  fought  at  the  Battle 
of  Bunker  Ilill  and  later  was  one  of  Washingt'.m's  staff. 

The  Long  Island  Daughters  of  the  Revolution  has  met  with 
a  se\ere  loss  in  the  death  of  its  Ch.aplain.  the  Ivcv.  John  Wb.ite 
Chadwick.  He  was  much  interested  in  the  success  of  the  sr'ciety 
and  in  all  that  pertained  to  the  Revolutionary  period.  Cine  of  liis 
ancestors  crossed  the  Delaware  with  \\'ashington.  He  was  one 
of  the  speakers  at  the  Edward  Everett  Hale  memorial  wiuii  the 
l-'auohtcrs  of  ihc  Revolution  celebrated  his  eightieth  biithday  m 
the  Second  Unitarian  Church  and  v\rote  for  the  LJauijhters  a  fine 
paper  on    '(.ild  Maibkhcad."

Miss  Julia  Geitnidt  Gardiner,  recalls  the  fact  that  thcv  were  real 
I^aughters  of  the  Revolution,  their  father,  the  late  Di.  James

inspiration  lor  work  and  achievement,  'llie  chapter  attendetl  the 
funeral  services  of  Mrs.  P.ennett,  and  the  badge  of  the  organiza- 
tion in  flowers  was  sent  as  a  token  of  esteem  and  affection  for 
one  who  spent  many  years  of  a  long  and  us.jful  life  in  this  com- 
munity, and  who  was  always  in  sympathy  with  its  true  interests.

Jt  was  a  cck'liiation  nl'  llu  ilay  Inn;.',  u..  lie  r(.:ueiiihen_->I,  not 
only  for  its  .siiiril  anil  senlinienl.  but  also  for  ils  niajjiiirutnee. 
I'pwanls  of  four  Innidrtd  t;entlenKn  sat  il  'Wn  tc  the  tables  in 
ll-,e  baii(|uet  ball  and,  after  a  JeliL,htfiil  repast  had  been  dis- 
patched, the  oratory  and  cxjjression  of  patriotism  that  fidlowed 
were  suflieitnt  to  a\\'akcii  the  nio^l  sliirin.v  and  ennobling  feelines 
of  love  of  country. 

)''JaI)Orale  were  the  ilec'iralions  in  llie  beauliftd  ban,|uet  liall. 
Phil  }'reitnicyer,  wbo  jjcrsonally  supei  inten<leil  the  decorations, 
said  tliat  tlicse  were  tbc  nio.^t  claliorate  lie  ever  put  up  in  Detredt. 
'J'ho  whole  scheme  was  I'lnlipiiine.  In  honor  nf  General  l"u)i--ion 
everything  was  syndiolic  of  the  new  in:,idar  possessions. 

Entering'  the  room  (iue  [lassed  \nider  a  pictm'e  of  (ieoree 
Washington  and  the  lli^t  objeet  tfiat  sliiiek  the  g:i;:e  was  a  liand- 
some  .silk  American  Hat;.  'Iben  pa;sin;.;  into  a  tall  stockade  of 
Manila  prass,  which  foimed  the  cnlr.ance,  the  banquet  room  was 
on  view,  a  veritaldc  Kilipino  garden.  .Ml  the  tables  were  circular 
and  topped  with  tufted  Manila  grass  hoods,  sujiported  by  iroii 
stanchions  and  entwined  with  Soiithein  smilax  and  cherry  blos- 
soms. A-l  the  base  of  each  stanchion  wa.s  a  mound  of  red  ar,d 
white  euiiiations,  tied  with  blue  ribbon.  The-c  straw  cau'.ipics 
made  a  work  of  art  and  great  were  the  exclamations  of  surprise 
and  delight  when  the  gue>ls  entered  tlu:  garden.  The  tall^  marble 
pillars  of  the  room,  the  chandeliers  and  mirrors  were  all  en- 
twined or  covered  with  flowers,  the  columns  with  vari-co!ored 
orchids  in  magenta,  lavender  and  while;  the  mirrors  with  morn- 
ing glories;  and  tlic  chandeliercs  with  clenuitis.  To  add  to  the 
beauty  a  dozen  growing  palm  tries  were  set  .about  tbc  room  at 
intervals  between  the  round  tables,  each  a  little  ^unmier  house 
in  itself. 

.Above  llic  long  speakers'  table  at  the  en.j  of  the  ror.m  was  a 
thatcli  roof  of  Manila  grass  and  above  this  still  rested  a  drawing 
in  color  of  Wasliington,  surrounded  with  .Xmericin  flags  on. 
spear-heads,  liack  of  the  table  and  along  the  mirror  was  a  b.uik 
of  ferns  with  the  banner  of  the  society  in  tb.e  center.  'J'he  iiinsi- 
cians'  balcony  at  tlu-  oppo>iie  end  of  the  ninni  was  also  niouuKd 
with  a  portrait  of  Washington  diaped  wiili  Hag-.,  the  entire  bal- 
cony being  covered. 

To  complete  the  picture  all  the  waiters  were  dressed  in  the 
pure  \\hite  snn-rcsisting  eci^tu.nes  of  the  I'ilipino  witli  stragglin;;, 
unkempt  wigs  to  finish  the  illusion. 

AT  THE   SI  l'..\KEI;s'   T.\B'..E. 

At  the  speakers'  table  sat  George  William  P.ates  '  to-isimanir), 
Historian-General  of  the  National  Society.  S.  A.  K.  ;  Urigadier 
General  Frederick  Funston.  U.  .S.  .\. ;  Thomas  Pitts,  Fre-ident 
Michigan  Society,  S.  A.  R. ;  Lieutenant  Robert  J.  Mitche'l, 
U.  S.  A  ;  Tdon.  Job  E.  Hedges,  of  the  New  York  Barj.  lion. 
Dwight  I*(.  Lowrey,  of  the  Philadelphia  Par;  Rev.  Nchemiah 
BoyiUon,  D.  D. ;  Colonel  Walter  T.  Duggan,  U.  S.  A.,  and 
Colonel  F.artlelt.  of  tb.e  Essex  Fusiliers,  \\'indsor,  Out.  The 
red  Canadian  military  evening  fusilier  dress  stood  o.nt  in  boM 
relief  to  the  ordinary  black  of  the  rest  of  the  table. 

President  Pitts  presided  and  first  introduced,  by  implication 
only,  the  guest  of  honor  of  the  evening.  General  Funston.  He 
said : 

"Wo  have  with  tis  to-night  one  of  the  most  brilliant  si.vhliers 
of  the  recent  war.  A  great  conmientary  on  this  greatness  was 
the  reception  tendered  to  him  this  afternoon  when  all  the  leading 
members  of  th.e  historical  societies  came  to  call  on  him.  His 
name  is  known  to  every  schoolboy  in  the  land." 

He  then  went  on  to  speak  of  the  work  of  the  Sons  of  the 
.^mciican  Revolution  and  the  national  scope  of  the  society,  and 
turned  the  gavel  over  to  the  toastmaster. 

Mr.  CJeorgc  W'illiam  Bates,  Historian-General  of  the  National 
Society,  was  the  toastmantr  of  the  evening.  He  s.iid:  'S.inie 
one  lias  said  that  institutions  that  dine  never  die.  and  this  may 
he  the  reason  v,  liy  some  of  the  prominent  riml  pop\iiar  societie-  of 
to-day  have  won  th.cir  way  to  p.'ipular  fa\Mr  along  this  most 
delightful  anil  entertaining  way.  Certain  it  is.  scane  men  have 
won  fame  and  fortune  in  this  way.  Tiiis  is  essentially  a  gastro- 
nomical  age.  but  it  must  not  be  unferstood  that  ail  societies  exist 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  an  animal  cntert.'.inment.  Our  co.eiety 
employs  this  method  only  a<^  a  means  of  im[ires«ing  upon  the 
public  the  purposes  of  its  existence.  These  purposes  stand  for 
pn  enlightened  uublic  sentiment  based  on  the  princijiles  of  the 
American  Revolution  and  stand  for  free  institutions  in  the  United 
■States.  The  interesting  fad  is  that  the  growth  of  civil  liberty 
in   America   has   been    contemporaneous   with   the   growth    of  ,1 


panoiic  soci'ty  wdiicli  ■t.m-ls  for  snch  in  liiutions.  And  at  no 
Imie  lbc:c  f.iiled  to  be  such  a  society  which  ha.;  su-laim-d  these 
prnn.pie-.  .il  e\'ei-\  eri-is  in  i!ic  hi--lory  of  this  conntrv. 

"It  iuu;t  not  be  lb.  u;,hi  that  ours  is  purelv'a  lur.dh.uy 
society,  for  if  you  do,  \ou  are  liable  to  mi- a].i)ubMid  the  pur'. 
poses  o'  its  existence,  and  :,omc  one  may  iiUim.ite  th.il  tiiev  l:..ve 
:\  more  di-liiigui-.lN  ,|  an.r  try  th.ni  yn  have.  The  slnry  la  i.iM 
that  -Mr.  I'.r.ckbay,  of  hi  .ton,  became  eng.igcd  in  a  discu:  ■.■n 
with  Ml  j.icob  .M'.s.s'  .^Mii  liii  this  snbjfcl.'  Mr.  B.ickl.i.iy  s.-dd 
that  blood  will  tell,  for  one  of  his  aneeslo;,,  was  present  at  tbc 
signm,.'  of  the  Heelaralion  of  Iiuhpeiulence.  Mr.  Moses'  sou 
replied:  'Oh!  that's  uoddirg-,  for  von  of  my  ancestors  w.is  pus- 
ent  at  the  .vigning  of  the  'I  m  Commandments.'  H  this  weie  its 
only  purp  )-es,  it  would  in  fact  exist  in  vain  because  herecliiy  h.i-, 
only  [irodured  a  n.ame,  \\iib  no  principle,  cmUavcu-,  or  .aehjeve- 
inent  on  which  to  found  it.  The  originators  of  this  society  h.ive 
builder  far  belter  tli.ni  they  knew,  and  to  d.iy,  as  the  result  of 
wdiat  i>  known  as  the  leiriissance  of  patrioti-m  which  spr.ang  u|) 
froin  the  centennial  celebr.ilions  of  i8;6,  there  exists  lliis  society 
which  numbers  moie  than  l-',0'io  members,  v.ilh  nearly  forty-five 
St.itc  societies,  including  one  each  in  France.  H.iw.iii  and  the 
Philipiiines.  'JFus  like  the  tcrrilory  of  the  Unted  Slates,  on 
which  the  sun  never  sets,  so  (!•._•<  tbi.s  society  encircle  ticc  globe. 
.And  this  opiiortunity,  which  we  have  on  the  birthday  of  'the 
Father  of  our  Country,'  enables  us  to  m.ak.'  ])romineiit  before 
our  people  the  .glorious  de-tiny  of  the  country,  as  em.analing 
from  the  juinciples  ;md  slreiuions  life  of  our  revolntionar'v 
fathers,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  congr.atulatioii  that  we  ate  here 
to-inght  to  p.iy  our  reverence  to  those  worlhy  sires  wdio  made  it 
possible  for  us  to  enjoy  \\bat  may  be  called' the  precious  legacy 
of  the  past,  wdiich  has  enabled  8o,o<X).ooo  of  people  to  exist  in  a 
homogeneous  demociacy  tboriiUghly  imbued  with,  that  spiiit  of  a 
common  cilizcnsliip  which  sl.inds  for  liberty  and  conntrv." 

Toastmaster  P.ates  then  iulroduccd  Hon.  fJwight  M"  Lowrey. 
of  Philadelphia,  who  read  a  paper  on  the  Fi  ench--\inciican  alli- 
ance in  the  revolution. 

I-"ollowing  Mr.  Lowrey  came  Hon.  Jeib  K.  Hedges,  of  Nev. 
York,  one  of  the  famed  .aflcr-dinner  wits  of  the  metropolis.  He 
spoke  both  in  humorous  and  serious  vein,  ami  in  opening  bis 
address  s:iid  : 

"I  came  here  primarily  to  pay  my  respects  to  General  E'mis- 
ton,  to  pay  my  respects  to  the  day  and  second.irily  to  be  received. 
I  have  lieen  received  all  day.  hut  I  know  that  all  this  celeliration 
is  not  fe.r  me.  If  it  weic  this  room  would  not  represent  a 
Filipino  bower,  but  the  Bowery.  I  don't  know  much  about 
George  Washington,  whether  he  w.is  the  greatest  general  or 
fought  the  greatest  battle,  but  1  do  know  he  anticipatrd  bolh  Hr. 
\\'agner  and  President  Rooseveit.  fiir  be  not  only  le,l  ilic  simple 
life  but  he  led  il  strenuousl\." 

Gencial  Frederick  FunsiMn  spjke  on  his  experiences  while 
an  olticer  with  the  Cuban  iiiMiigents.  and  his  aide-de-camp,  la'en- 
tenanl  R.  J.  Mitchell,  made  a  short  speech.  Cobmel  N.  ,\.  Bart- 
lelt.  of  t'.ic  Twenty-first  LNscx  Regiment,  spoke  for  a  short  iime, 
and  said  he  hoped  for  the  time  "not  wdien  the  lion  and  the  lamb 
shall  lie  down  together  but  when  the  lion  and  the  eagle  shall 
march  together.''  Colonel  (  1.  .A.  James  responded  on  behalf  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  Rev.  Nehemiah  Boyiiton 
made  a  witty  address. 

The  nnisic  was  furnished  Ivy  the  Fort  Wayne  orclicstra.  en- 
sconced in  the  banner-decked  balcony.  \'o,m1  solos  and  national 
songs  were  sung  bv  a  chorus  of  niale  voices,  including  Samuel 
T.  Stearns.  Dr.  E.  B.  SpaMim.'.  James  L.  Lee,  Clarence  .-V  Cotn.n, 
Guy  B.  Cady  and  Philip  II.  Gray,  and  John  .\rchcr  was  at  tiie 
piano. 


The  reception  in  honor  of  General  Funston  in  the  aiTernoon 
at  the  Hotel  Cadillac  was  .1  charming  combination  of  the  military 
and  the  civic.  The  brilliant  society  costumes  of  the  women  were 
relieved  bv  the  dress  blue  and  gold'  of  the  ofticers  at  Fori  Wayne. 
Colonel  Huggan.  the  commandant,  and  staff  were  present  and 
there  was  [Uq  heartiness  of  the  grip  of  soldiers  when  tlie-e 
grasped  hands  wilh  General  Funston  in  the  reception  line.  Be- 
tween the  hours  of  two  and  four  a  large  party  g^athcred  to  nv  et 
the  General  and  he  was  .-'-listed  in  receiving  by  Thomas  Pins, 
Presjilent  of  tlie  org:ini:ation  ;  George  Willi.un  Ikitcs,  Histoiiaii- 
Goncral;  I.ieutenaul  Iv  bert  T.  Mitchell.  General  Fuirlon's  ahl; 
HoTi.  Dwight  M.  Low  ley,  of  Phil  nlelphia,  and  Hon.  Jsd>  E. 
Hedges,  of  Now  York. 

The  parlors  on  the  lower  tloor  of  the  hotel  were  handsomely 
decorated  with  palms  ami  potted  green  p'.ints.  Punch  .'ud 
Icmoi'.ade  were  served.  Tlic  I'orl  Wayne  band  rendered  the 
music,  playing  national  airs.

I  had  coticluded  th.it  yovi 
liad  ceased  the  publicaciun  of  tlij  Spu;[T,  as  my  hle^  show 
that  my  last  number  was  1. ir  ^larch,  and  that  I  ha\e  /zi-i  of  them. 
1  would  think  from  my  cxiicrience  uiih  the  -o-called  Son-  of 
tlie  American  Revolution  that  you  could  not  depend  Ujion  them 
for  support  in  your  cnterpri'^^e.  With  us.  I  find  they  are  willing 
to  get  their  names  enrolled,  and  then  they  do  not  care  what  he- 
comcs  of  the  Society,  but  few  caring  if  they  arc  expelled  for 
non-payment  of  dues,  and  a  number  did  not  even  contribute 
their  membersliip  fee  at  the  organization  of  the  Society.

Tlie  Military  Order  of  Moro  Campaigns  was  organi:'ed  at 
Malabang,  Mindanao,  April  2J,  1905,  with   106  charter  members. 

Its  i)urpose  is  "lo  record  the  history  and  perpetuate  the  mem- 
ory of  the  events  of  the  campaigns  against  the  Moro  tribes,  from 
the  .American  oecui)ation  of  Jlindanao  and  Jolo,  May  iS.  if''j'j, 
until   hostilities  shall  cease." 

It  aims  to  record  an  accurate  history  of  the  service  of  every 
organization  m  Mindanao  and  the  Jolo  .■\rehi[)elago.  as  well  as 
the  ser\iee  of  each  indiudual  officer  or  enlisted  man.  showing 
also   any   recommendations   received  therefor. 

It  is  not  a  mere  badge-wearing  society,  but  is  a  practical  or- 
ganization for  historical  jnirposes.  With  the  co-operation  of  its 
members  and  all  others  interested  in  such  an  object,  the  Order 
will  be  enabled  to  maintain  a  more  complete  and  inieresiing 
historical  record  of  the  Moro  campaigns  than  can  be  found  in 
the  records  of  the  War  Department. 

The  entrance  fee  is  $300,  which  includes  the  cost  of  in- 
signia. Annual  dues,  $1.00.  Cost  of  ioining,  54.00,  which  in- 
cludes entrance  fee  and  annual  dues.

Dr.  Hylande  MacGrath,  Gotham  Expert  in  Heraldry,  Is  Loo!^ 
into  Detroit   Family  Trees. 


A  past  master  in  the  interesting  science  of  heraldry.  Dr. 
Hylaiidc  MacGrath.  of  New  York,  has  come  to  Detroit  to  evii'.ore 
the  family  trees  of  those  who  suspect  ancient  and  hororaMe 
blood  in  their  descent.  He  has  made  a  happy  discovery  for  tlie 
Bradford  Smith  family,  and  on  November  15.  wiicn  Bradford 
Smith  celebrates  his  eighty-tlfth  birthday,  he  will  be  presented  by 
his  son  with  a  very  attractive  and  interesting  genealogical  ciiart 
tracing  his  dosceiu  from  W'iUiam  tlie  Conqueror,  througii  sor.'.e 
distinguished  batons  and   people  of  quality  in   later  centuries. 

The  chart,  which  is  ilhiiiiined  and  emblazoned  with  armoria! 
bearings,  shows  Bradford  Smith  to  be  descended  through  t'le 
Drakes,  the  Grenvillcs  .-iiid  the  Courtcnays  from  De  Bohu:i. 
one  of  the  Magna  Cliarta  liarons.  ])e  Bohnn  was  descended 
from  Edward  I.  Bradford  Smitli  is  the  son  of  Caiit.  Bradford 
Smith,  who  serveil  in  the  \\';ir  of  iSu.  who  in  turn  was  de- 
scended from  I'.ara.K  Smiili.  who  married  I'.etsy  Drake.  FV-iin 
the  Drakes  it  was  (a-y  to  trace  the  descent  througii  the  Gren- 
villcs  to  royalty  it -elf.  r')r.  M.icfjrath  explains  the  fa-cinatii'.g 
study  by  telling  of  the  luraldic  visitations  compiled  by  the  cro-.v:i 
in  tlic  early  centuries,  mid  of  the  modern  researches  in  England 
which  have  brought  the  information  up  to  date. 

"I  have  found  tlie  Ba.gleys  to  be  of  royal  descent,  too."  he  says. 
"Contrary  to  popular  opinion,  very  few  pcfiple  can  trace  their 
descent  to  distinguished  personages  or  to  royalty,  so  that  it  is 
quite  a  find  when  one  is  discovered.

French    Treaty.   -It    Arrives    in    Portland    127 
Years  Ago. 

EXCEPT   .MAYILOWIIU.   MOST   IMPORTANT   ARRIVAL 
IN  Ol^R  HISTORY. 

April  13  is  the  anniversary  of  the  most  imnorlant  arrival  in 
the  hi.nory  of  the  United  States,  possiblv  w'iih  the  excepti.  u 
of  that  of  the  Mayilower  in  1620.  This  particularly  concerns  u-. 
for  on  April  13.  1778.  127  years  ago,  the  French  frigate  La 
:?ensil.le.  30  guns.  35  ,!ays  from  France,  commanded  by  Chevalier 
Rcnard  D.  Marigny,  (lying  the  wliite  llag  of  that  country,  sailed, 
into  Portland  harbor,  bringing  the  treaty  wiiii  France/ signed 
at  Paris.  February  6.  1778,  giving  life  to  the  struggle  then  going 
on  for  our  independence. 

General  Lafayette  came  in  July,  1777,  and  b.nd  been  wounded 
in  the  leg  at  lliandywinc.  The  surrender  of  Burgovnc  at  S  ira- 
toga  was  known  in  Paris,  Deceiiiber  4,  1777.  The''next  dav  af'er 
tins  notable  arrival  the  forts  around  the  harbor  saluted  the 
French,  frigate  and  also  three  other  armed  vessels.  She  retur'ied 
the  salute. 

The  pro-pect  could  not  have  been  very  clu  ering  to  those  ci 
this  vessel  wli-ii  they  entered  otir  harbor.  The  town  had  not 
been  relnid'  or  had  then-  been  any  attemiit  to  make  anv  repairs 
on  the  houses  tint  had  been  burned  bv  C'aptaiu  M.n\a't  a  littie 
over  three  years  before.  Tliero  were"  but  about  one  hundred 
houses  standing  intact  and  they  mostlv  of  the  poorest  of  tliose 
that  were  formerly  the  habitations  ot'  the  people  of  Falniou-h 
Neck,  as  the  town  was  then  called.  Tlic  rest  were  the  half 
burned  wharves  and  the  blackened  ruins  of  a  burned  town.  It 
was  at  best  a  disconsolate  ^iglit  that  greeted  tlu-ir  eyes  wi:tn 
they  entered  into  the  harbor  on  that  eventful  d.iy.  It  showed 
thern  the  mianing  of  that  war  to  u--. 

This  tre.ily  v,  .i,  delivered  to  Congress  at  Yorktown.  Pa., 
about  M.iy  i,  ,anil  it  was  wvAi'.n  a  day  or  two  known  bv  Genera! 
V'.'adiingiou.  tliui  at  X'aliey  r.uk'e.  It  w.is  celebrated  bv  the  ha!f- 
fro7e'i  and  lrdi'-s(arved  army  there.  May  7.  They  fired  sab,;'...- 
and  the  sobiii  rs  siiomed  "liii.'/a  for  the  King  ot  b'raiKo."  .\ 
duphe.ite  treaty  was  se.it  from  Spain,  which  ariived  at  P.o-tor 
in  a  French   frigate.  M:iy  11.

Many  times  the  question  is  asked  why  the  -bliie  and  the 
gray"  are  used  for  the  ollicial  colors  of  this  Society.  Ihe  answer 
is  tVit  the  blue  represents  the  col.;>r  of  the  navy  during  the  \\  ar 
of  1S12  and  which,  but  for  an  accident,  would  have  represented 
also  the  color  worn  bv  the  army.  Previous  to  this  war  the  army 
goods  had  been  broiight  from  Englan.l.  Ihe  war,  ot  course 
prevented  the  importation,  and  when  tho.e  that  were  worn  out 
needed  to  be  replaced,  mannfacture  ot  the  same  had  to  be  done 
in  America.  Some  error  in  the  dyeing  produced  the  bluish  gray 
-the  same  which  is  now  w.irn  by  the  cadets  at  We.t  Point  and 
by  the  Seventh  Regiment  of  New  York.  It,  m  these  later  days,

As  eaily 
as  the  organizatiein  eif  the  Committee  of  Safety  at  the 
outbreak  of  the  war,  the  importance  of  thks  place  was 
realized.  \\'lieu  Washington,  driven  up  the  Hudson  from 
New  Vorlc,  w.iited  at  Xeu-  Windsor  below  Xewburgh  to 
watch  the  enemy's  tactics,  he  planned  for  possible  retreat 
throiii;h  the  ITi.ijlihnds.  TJere.  .at  Fi.-hkiil  \'illage.  in  a 
narrow  nionntain  pass,  niarked  b\-  the  T)ini;htcrs  of  the 
.American  Kevolution,  were  the  earthworks,  scarcelv  to 
be  di.ciiiified  as  forts,  \eliich  stoo  1  as  sentinels  to  guard 
the  coimtry.  The  po.ssession  of  the  TTudson  River  was 
the  struggle  of  both  Contineuial  an.d  ]\eilcoat  front  '~f"i 
to  '83.  since  this  arm  of  the  sea  dixideil  the  eastern  states 
from  file  southern,  and  whichever  army  ,g;iineil  its  water, 
■was  the  victor  o\er  the  rest  of  the  country.  These  little 
forts  were  desiLined  to  ser\e  as  a  means  of  retreat,  or  as 
breastuoiks  of  defense  in  rase  of  attack,  but  no  battle 
was  ever  fought  within  their  precincts.

r.e  it  known  tliat  tlie  occupants  of  the  islands  named 
are  11, >t  Filipinos.  l''our  !,i,n.''-rd  vears  hefore  Christo- 
pher Colon- -whom  we  c'll  LoKimbus — was  born,  there 
went  to  Jolo  and  Zainboanj;*!  and  Cattobats  and  Mala- 
bang.  soiine  T'ersian  .\raliic  traders.  These  traders  con- 
verted some  .if  tl;e  native  Mi'ros  t(~v  Mohaninicdanism, 
but  after  Maoellaii  pisserl  throuoh  the  straits  to  whicli 
he  gave  his  name,  he  found  the  majority  of  the  T^Toros  to 
be  paq;ans. 

About  the  tjme  that  the  last  AToori.-ih  kingdom  in 
Spain  was  conquered,  the  ^rohammedan  faitli  was  the 
religion  of  some  of  the  natives  of  southwestern  \Tinda- 
ino,  which  is  bigger  tinn  the  .'^tite  of  'Nraine,  longer 
than  Tndiain.  li  is  a  quarter  of  a  million  Moros  on  it.  as 
well  as  those  of  Tolo.  and  other  aiiiacent  islands;  and  bv 
the  time  T.egaspl  reached  the  mouth  of  the  Pasig  at 
Afaiiila.  1571,  l\\"o  .Mohammedan  chiefs  had  established 
themsel\-es  at  Tmido  and  'M^anila. 

Attempts  \i.ere  made  b\  the  Spanish  to  convert  this 
Pasirr  river  cmIouv  to  Chri-ti  uu'tv,  but  the  riJatii>ns  of 
the  I  liter  with  the  nitlve-s  if  Mindanao  and  Ti>lo  were 
moro  hostile  than  amicable.

pious  self-sacnliee  w  liich  was  exliiliited  m  the  canii>  of 
Wash ini; ton,  wii!  imj.iress  itself  upon  the  mind  and  will 
not  fade  (jiiickly  away.  llisle>ry,  the  record  of  past 
events,  is  intended  to  instruct  and  please  the  reader. 
It  has  natural  claims  on  him,  for  it  deals  with  thrillin.L,' 
and  interesting  .scenes,  with  human  character,  and  with 
tlie  welfare  and  happine.ss  of  the  human  race.  Of  all 
the  signiticant  periods  oi  onr  early  liistory,  even  more 
than  we  shall  treat  of  in  this  sm.dl  veilume,  there  is  none 
which  holds  a  more  nniiine  place  in  the  hearts  of  true 
patriots  than  that  severe  winter  at  \alley  Forge,  when 
the  heart  strings  were  so  despondent  and  the  suffering 
so  intense.  If  (ieiural  (i.Ues  had  acted  [iroperly  after 
the  Hurgoyne  surrender,  he  wotild  have  sent  the  rein- 
forcements w'lich  were  not  needed  at  the  north  trj  W'a^h- 
iiigtc)!!.  and  thereby  make  every  effort  to  stop  the  enemy 
from  taking  I'orts  Mecer  and  Alil'llin,  .hut  instead  of  tliat 
he  Sent  his  reports  directly  to  L'ongress. 

ddie  capture  of  the  forts  was  finally  accomplished  by 
the  foe  about  the  last  of  Xoveniber.  This  gave  the 
Howes  control  of  the  Delaware.  Thev  now  established 
their  winter  encampment  .at  I'lviladelphia,  and  it  ha.s 
been  said  that  by  this  the  I'.ritish  amiv  was  mad.e  as 
weak  by  indulgence  iit  tlie  city  of  brotherlv  love,  as  tlie 
American  se)ldiers  were  by  their  physical  privations. 
Franklin  was  wise  when  lie  said  that  "  Howe  did  not 
take  Philadelphia:  Philadelphia  took  Howe." 

As  the  wintir  was  coming  on  with,  all  its  sever]t\-  and 
the  engagements  of  P.raudywine  .and  ( iermantown  prov- 
ed disastrous  t.  ■  the  Americans,  W'.a- hington.  aftei-  bedd- 
ing a  coun.cil  of  war,  planiicd  to  gei  in  winter  quarters  at 


and  clnlilren,  and  tiie  good  beds  and  g.Mjd  feed  that  he 
had  left,  and  no  dou,,t  the  tiionglu  crept  into  his  mind: 
■■\\  h_\  arc  we  sent  here  to  starve  an.l  freeze?  "  Put  at  the 
second  thought  he  re.ili/ed  that  he  was  there  for  a  g'OO,! 
and  holy  cause,  tlghiing  in  defense  of  his  country,  wd'icre- 
by  wdien  the  end  came  and  the  war  was  over,  he  would 
receive  a  larger  freedom  and  live  \eithin  the  bonds  of 
peace  and  tranquillity  for  the  remaining  davs  of  his  life, 
and  transmit  to  his  children  and  his  children's  children, 
and  on  down  the  ages,  that  liberty  an<l  freedom,  making 
it  a  substance  nc-t  to  be  dreamed  of,  but  in  name  and 
fact  a  reality. 

L'lion  reaching  the  west  shore  of  the  river,  the  armv 
inarcheil  about  three  miles,  and  there,  on  the  17th  of 
December,  commenced  to  construct  huts  for  tb.eir  acconi- 
nioJatioii  f.:ir  the  en^lnng  win.er. 

We  read  in  the  orilerly  l),>,-,k,  that  each  hut  was  to  be 
fourteen  feet  by  sixteen',  will;  walls  of  kigs  filled  in  with 
clay,  six  feet  and  a  half  high,  and  loqs  split  into  planks 
furnished  the  roofing,  A  hut  was  given  to  twelve  noii- 
coinniissioned  officers  and  soldiers.  .\  general  had  a  but 
for  himself.  These  huts  fronted  on  streets,  and  those  of 
the  otiicers"  foriued  a  line  in  the  rear.  Such  was  tl-.e  en- 
canipnient  at  \'a;;ev  I'orge.  Washington  established  his 
headquarters  in  the  house  of  Isaac  IVxts,  a  Quaker 
preaclicr.  This  old  stone  dwelling  is  still  standiiTg  and 
ill  an  excellent  state  of  preservation.  In  fact  the  entire 
field  of  X'alley  Forge  is  just  the  same  t.xlav  as  it  was 
'vh.en  the  American  army  encamped  there. 

1  here,  in  tlie  midst  of  dreariness  and  snow  capped 
fields,  the  [>alri...ts  were  called  u[)..n  te.  endure  greater 
liardEbip.-,  than  any  be,l_\  ,,f  men  endiir.  d  before  o'raftcr; 
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aiul  U'L  tiicy  stiiiKl  finii  [o  llu'ir  coiuictioii'^.  lliniLjer 
and  luikciliR'SS  a.-sailnl  tluui  dh  ever)'  skIc,  anil  as  liic 
wiiiliT  {jruyrt'sscil  ilic  Milh'riny  and  lKirdship>  ini.Tfa.-cd. 
On  tin:  I  dill  of  February,  Wa.'^liinytDn  wrote  to  Govcrn'ir 
CJiiUnii:  "  ]'\)r  sonu'  ilays  [la.st  there  has  hieii  httle  less 
than  a  famine  in  the  eanip.  A  pan  ui  the  army  has  been 
a  week  uilhuut  any  kind  ..if  llesli,  and  the  re>t  three  or 
four  day.--.  Xake<l  and  .-.larviui;  as  they  are,  \i  e  can  n'>t 
enoiig'li  admire  the  inci>mj).iral.ile  patience  and  tidehty  of 
the  soldiery,  that  they  ha\e  net  been,  ere  thi~,  e.vcited  by 
their  siiflerinj,'-  t.i  a  general  mntin\   anil  desertinn." 

On  l''ebiuary  ]  j,  (ieneral  \  arnnm,  a  member  of 
Wasliingion's  stall,  un-ie  tn  (ieneral  (ircene,  "  that  in  all 
human  probability  the  army  mn.--t  dissolve;  nianv  of  the 
itroops  are  destitute  of  meat,  and  are  se\er,il  da\>  in 
arrears,  d  he  horses  are  dviiig  for  want  <)!  forage.  The 
country  in  the  vicinity  of  ;hi.'  camii  is  exhausted.  There 
cannot  be  a  moral  certainlv  of  bettering  onr  conditions 
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while  we  remain  here.  Wdiat  conseqiiences  have  we 
rationally  to  ex[>ect?" 

It  wai  a  hard  winter.  Fancy  the  i)rH;>r  soldier  as  he 
encountered  all  those  h.ird-hips  and  trial;,  and  when  his 
foi.id  is  bad,  he  eats  it  and  says  nothing,  seemingly  coii- 
tent,  but  blesses  ( lod  fi.>r  a  gi.xjd  .stomach.  P'anc)  liim 
with  no  shoes  on  the  cold  snow;  i,\  ith  hi'^  shirt  hanging 
in  strings;  with  only  rags  t  >  co'.'cr  his  poor  body;  ho  is 
cold  ;  he  is  sick,  and  lame.  He  is  almost  gone  by  fatigue, 
cold  and  hunger;  but  yet  he  stil!  exists  in  the  h,o[)e  lh:'t 
it  will  Hot  be  long  befoic  tlk'  winter  nill  be  passed  ar.d 
the  warm  June  d.iys  reapjiear. 

The  wi.irds  of  Washington  reveal  to  us  the  true  con- 
dition of  .itTairs  the  more  re.ii.  If  peru'itled,  1  w'A 
again  quote  in  part  from  a  letter  which  he  sent  to  t:;e 
president  of  t.'<.Migiess.  It  gives  us  the  true  situati'iu, 
brouglit  on  mainly  by  unwise  legislation :  "I  do  i;ot 
know  fri'Ui  what  ca.use  thi^  alarming  detlciencv.  or  ra'.h:  r 
total  failure  of  su]i[ilii.s  arises;  but  unh'ss  more  vigorous 


exeilioii^  and  better  regulations  take  place  in  that  line 
t^the  commis.sai  ies'  dep:wimeiilj  imnie'.liately,  tile  army 
must  dissolve.  J  have  done  .dl  in  my  power  by  renion 
strating,  In'  writing,  l)\'  ordering  the  ctunmissaries  on  this 
head,  ironi  time  to  time;  but  w  islioui  any  good  effect,  ur 
olit.uning  more  th:m  a  pre;.ent  scant_\  rebel.  LUv  ing  to 
tlii.--,  the  ni.irch  of  the  army  li.i>  been  de!a_\ed  on  mole 
than  one  inteixsting  occa--.ii  in,  in  the  cor.rse  of  tl'.e  present 
campaign,  and  had  ;i  body  of  the  enemy  crossed  the 
Schuylkill  this  morning,  as  1  had  re.i-on  to  expect,  the 
divisions  wiiicli  1  ordered  lei  be  in  readmess  to  march 
and  meet   tiiem,  could  not  ha\e  Hio\(d." 

d'his  was  the  terrible  condition  of  .-it'f.iirs  which  Wash- 
ingion  had  lo  lace.  J!ut  he  knew  that  hi>  ciuse  was  hol>- 
aiM  just.  Ill--  inofi.iund  faith  in  1 1  mi  who  ruleth  the 
lieavens  and  the  earth  never  f<uleil.  ]]e  bravely  and 
calmh  bore  hi.s  grievances,  and  in  the  midst  uf  desjiair 
he  planned  effective  niovemenls  for  the  future.  "  F'rieiid 
I'otts,"  the  (Juaker  preacher,  whose  house  was  used  as 
Washingtoirs  heavlqu.arter.s,  relates  that  one  da)'  he  war. 
on  his  way  up  the  creek,  when  suddenly  he  heard  a 
solemn  ve'ice.  l-"ollowing  the  tlirection  ot  the  sound,  he 
saw  Washington's  horse  tied  to  a  tree,  and  in  the  bushe.s 
near  b\'  was  Washington,  the  cinnmander-in-chief  of  the 
American  army,  kneeling  in  prater,  with  tears  tlowing 
down  Ills  cheeks.  There,  alone  in  the  snow-coveretl 
valley,  he  was  jxiuring  out  his  soul  to  the  Great  God 
above.  \\  hen  tne  goewi  preacher  arrived  home,  he  said 
to  Ins  wife,  with  much  seiitimenL;  "George  Washington 
will  succeed!  George  Wasliingti.>n  will  >ucceed !  1  he 
Americans  will  secure  tlieir  independence!"  "What 
m.ikes  thee  think  so,  Isaac?"  asked  his  wife.  'I  have 
heaid  him  I'la},  Hannah,  out  in  the  woaJs,  tevday,  anel 
the  Lord  will  .surely  hear  his  iira\er.  He  will,  Hannah, 
thee  may   rest  assured   He  will." 

-Among  tne  man)  discouragements  and  heart-render- 
ing scenes  whicii  \\  asliington  encountered,  it  was  in- 
deed a  ditticult  matter  to  "  keep  the  life  and  soul  of  tlie 
army  together."  ihn  he  did  so.  i'or  it  was  at  \'alley 
i'orge,  ratlier  than  in  the  liattlcs  of  the  war,  that  tlie 
patriotism  e>f  the  soldiers  \v"as  most  clearly  shown. 

JJaron  de  Steuben  came,  during  he  winter,  to  train 
and  drill  the  soldiers,  with  his  wonderful  skill,  for  he 
was  a  'higlil)-  educated  oflicer,  having  served  on  the  staff 
of  Frederick  tlie  Great.  Fie  turned  that  lonely,  tlesolate 
camping  greaind  into  a  well  kept  and  disciplined  militar) 
school.  Just  at  this  time  there  was  a  plot  on  foot,  known 
now  b)  the  name  c>f  its  most  conspicuous  actor,  as 
"  L"onwa)'s  Cabal."  Its  aim  was  ti.')  dethrone  Washing- 
ton from  his  CLuumand  and  place  General  (.jates  at  the 
head  of  the  arm).  IjUt  the  jiroject  failed  and  again  the 
haml  of  desiiii)-  guideil  W  asliington  into  the  harbor  of 
safety. 

W  hen  the  historian  kioks  back  upon  the  annals  of  his- 
tory, it  will  be  hard  to  find  a  more  serious  and  perplexing 
page  than  this  winter  camp  of  desolation  and  jirivation  ui 
the  soldier)  of  the  Aiiurican  Revolution.  The  hard- 
ships, the  discomforts,  and  the  misiVirtuiies  which  the)' 
endured  were  intense,  and  the  lirave  chief  bc>re  painfully, 
in  ;i  m  ml)   wa).  the  ciitical  winter.

It  i.s,  perliajis,  tiie  must  esteemed  rehc  ni  !■  retlericksbnrg, 
wllici)  I.-,  luil  of  \\  ashingtor,  uiementnes  .-uid  otiier  oo- 
jecls  ot  later  historical  hiterest.  .\>  origmally  built  it 
was  ot  the  coltagi'  type,  but  later  it  \\a^  enlarged  to  its 
present  projxjrtions.  it  is  of  two  storie.v  m  the  centre 
and  one  at  the  wings,  with  half-stoi-y  attics  lighted  by 
the  dormer  whidows.  There  are  four  windows  of  um- 
forin  size  on  the  hrst  lloor  ;aid  three  on  the  central  second 
story,  o\er  the  portico  entrance.  On  the  side  street  there 
are  aLso  four  wmdow-s,  of  iuie(]ual  .size.  In  the  detached 
buiKling  in  the  rear  are  the  kitchen  and  servants'  durnn- 
lories.  JJehiiul  this  is  a  spacious  back  yard,  which,  in 
her  dav,  ^]:u■\  W  asliiiigton  kept  beautiful  with  blooming 
daldias,  sun-llowers,  calycanthus,  liollyhi:)cks  and  either 
old-fashioned  blossoms  of  our  great-grandmoihers'  time. 
Here,  when  the  devolution  was  fully  on,  she  r-;ceived 
from  her  son,  the  Lommander-in-Chief,  dispatches  from 
time  to  time  by  special  couriers,  giving  tidings  of  the 
strife  as  it  progrcssetl. 

Here  also,  when  Yorktown  had  been  won  and  the 
fate  of  the  war  decided  triumphantly  for  tiic  colonies,  aiul 
the  allied  French  and  American  troops  entered  the  town 
on  their  wav  to  rhihulelj)hia,  she  received  her  son  alone, 
who  had  made  his  way  unattended  through  the  streets 
vocal  with  his  name  to  the  corner  cortage  where  she 
tremblingly  awaited  liim,  after  an  unavoidable  ab.>ence 
of  eight  stormy  years.  On  the  next  morning,  November 
lith,  i/Si,  she  proudly  issued  thence,  hanging  on  her 
son's  arm,  and  was  conducted  by  him  with  loving  pride 
to  the  Town  Hall,  wiiere,  in  public,  as  the  hero's  mother. 
she  presided  over  the  Peace  Uall,  gnven  in  honor  of  the 
great  victory  for  liberty — arrayed  in  black  silk  gown  and 
snowy  kerchief  and  ca[),  and  received  with  placid  dignity 
the  compliments  of  the  hmiie  and  foreign  officers,  holding 
delightful  court  until  lo  o'clock,  when,  making  a  sign  to 
the  kingly  Connnander-in-Chicf,  who  was  leading  a  Freel- 
ericksburg  matron  through  a  minuet,  siie  called  archly  in 
her  clear,  spriglitly  voice:  "  Come,  George,  it  is  time  for 
old  folks  to  be  at  home." 

In  the  back  yard  of  this  same  okl  cottage,  working 
among  her  flowers  and  garden  pots,  Mary  Washington 
received  Lafayette,  her  countr\'s  friend  an<l  her  son's 
brother-at-arnis,  who  had  come  tj  bid  her  farewell.  The 
chivalrous  I'renchman  was  guided  to  the  side  gate  by 
a  little  son  of  r.etl\-  Washington  Lewis,  her  only  living 
daughter,  and  fiiuiiil  her  all  unprcjiared  for  his  visit,  en- 
gaged in  rp.king  together  ilry  weeds  and  sticks  inti)  a 
heap  for  burning.  A>  the  ni_>blem;m  advanced  the  star- 
tled hostess  dropped  her  rake,  but  with  admirable  dignity 
and  self-possession  she  took  between  her  bare  [lalms  the 
hand  the  visitor  extended,  while  he  bared  his  lofty  head 
and  bowed  before  her  in  deepest  reverence. 

"  Ah,  .Manpiis!  "  ^aid  she.  "  _\  ou  h.ive  come  to  see  an 
old  Woman!  lint  come  in.  I  can  make  ynu  welcome 
without  clKMiging  my  <lress.  I  am  glad  to  see  \ou.  I 
have  often  heard  my  sun  ( leorge  speak  of  you."  She 
preceded  him  into  the  inner  hall,  ciuiductod  him  into  her 
"  living  room,"  and,  after  seating  him.  laid  aside  her 
straw  hat  and  placed  herself  opposite  to  bin..  Erect  a.s 
at  eighteen,  her  eyes  unfaded,  she  listened  with  calm  de- 
light to  the  panegyric  upon  lier  son  ]iourtii  fc>rth  by  the 
elo(|urnt  I'renchman,  in  which  her  (leorge  was  lauded 
as  the  miracle  of  the  age.  as  greater  than  C'a:'sar  r>r  Alex- 
ander or  Hannibal,  and  more  nii-Klest  than  Cincinnntus — 
the  nne   immoriti   heri>  whose   fame   would   outlast   time.

j)ly  :  "  1  am  not  .^urpriseil  at  what  CJeorge  has  vlone  ;  he 
was  al\\a_\s  a  good  boy." 

!■  redericksburg  traditi<»!i  furliier  relates,  with  liomelv, 
kindly  humor,  that  Mine.  Washington  mixed  with  her 
own  liand.s  for  her  distinguished  guest  ;i  mint  juk])  :md 
oitered  it  uiili  a  plal.'  ot  iier  own  'home-made  "ginger 
cakes,"  which  he  acceple-1  with  grateful  courtes\,  pro- 
nouncing boih  delicious.  Then  ri>ing  to  lake  his  leave, 
he  bagged  her  ble.ssing  ere  he  einbarl.id  for  his  native 
land.  .She  looked  up  to  heaven,  foldeil  her  hands,  and  in 
sweet,  thrilling  tones  prayed  that  (lod  grant  'him  safety. 
liaii|)iiie.ss,  ])rosperity  .ami  peace.  With  te.irs  the  foreign- 
er bent  to  kiss  the  withered  han<l,  th.anked  her  fervently 
am.l  de[):irted.  Returning'  to  Mount  \  i  rnon  as  W'ash- 
ington's  guest,  Lafayette  rej>orte<l :  "  1  ha\e  seen  the  only 
Roman  matr(_in  living  at  this  da_\'." 

Here  also,  Cleorge  Washinglon,  at  the  age  of  fifteen, 
attended  school  at  the  same  academy  in  wliic'h  two  sub- 
sequent Presidents — Madi.son  and  Monroe — were  pre- 
pared for  college,  rowing"  himself  across  the  river  and 
liack  from  his  mother's  plantation  on  the  other  side. 
Likewise  here  in  I'Yedericksburg,  a  stone's  throw  distant 
from  the  -Mary  Washington  cottage,  is  the  old  mansion 
known  as  Kcnmore,  the  residence  of  her  daughter  IJetty. 
When  built  by  Colonel  Melding  Lewis,  in  order  that  his 
wife  might  be  near  her  mother,  Kenmore  was  in  the  sub- 
urbs. It  is  still  in  a  fair  .state  of  preservation,  and  is  one 
of  the  "  show  places  "  of  b'redericksburg.  In  it,  accord- 
ing to  Mary  Washingtcni's  great  grandd.iugliter,  '\\t^. 
Ella  Bassett  W'asliingion.  Mary  Washington  died  on  .\u- 
gust  25,  1789,  although  other  authorities  place  the  death 
scene  in  the  .Mary  Wa.shington  cottage.  Not  far  from 
the  Kenmore  grounds  is  the  hitherto  neglected  grave  of 
the  first  President's  mc)ther,  on  a  gentle  knoll  crownerl  bv 
some  gray  boulders,  whither  she  often  retired  with  lur 
knitting  or  her  Rible. 

On  this  sacred  spot  the  new  marble  obelisk  is  placed  ; 
and  hither,  doubtless,  to  this  shrine  of  noble  w^omanhocxl 
will  countless  bands  of  pilgrims  repair  for  centuries  to 
come — American  sons  and  fathers  as  Vv-ell  as  mothers  and 
daughters — to  pay  deserved  tribute  to  the  memorv  of  her 
who  produced  and  reared  the  founder  of  this  nation.

The  reas,>n  wiiv  twenty-one 
should  have  been  selected  as  the  number  of  guns  has 
been  a  source  of  search  and  guess,  widi  no  satisfactorv 
results.  (  )f  the  many  surmises,  the  two  carrving  the 
most  weight  of  opinion  are:  I'lrst,  that  twentv-one  was 
the  same  number  of  years  fixed  by  luiglish  law  as  the 
age  of  majority:  the  St-ionJ.  that  seven  \\as  the  origiivil 
salute,  and  three  tinier  seven  would  signifv  one  seven 
for  each  of  the  d.ivisions,  hai^lind  and  Wales,  Scotkmd 
and  Ireland.

At  10  o'clock  (ieneral  .\ppleton  called  tlie  Con.ttress  to  order, 
the  memher.-i  hefore  that  time  h.iviii.L;  enjoyed  themselve?  in 
roaming  o\er  the  historic  hall  and  viewiiiL;  the  noted  paintin.tjs 
on  the  walls  and  the  other  tliiii'^s  of  interest  in  the  buildin,!;. 

The  Congress  opened  with  a  pr.iyer  by  the  Chaplain-General. 
Gen.  F.  H.  .-\pplcton  read  a  message  dated  Ciitiraltar  from  the 
Treasurer-General.  I  W.  Birdseye,  wishing  all  a  glorious  Con- 
gress. 

W.  Mac  J'ines.  of  Virginia,  in  behalf  of  his  State  extended 
a  witty  and  cordial  iinitatii'n  to  the  Congress  to  meet  there  next 
vcar.  "You  have  shown  us  Concord  and  Lexington."  said  he, 
"but  if  you  come  to  Virginia  we  will  show  you  Yorktown,  where 
the  tyrant  was  crushed  to  de.ith"  He  then  referred  to  a  few 
of  the  other  attractions  his  State  had  to  offer.  His  invitation 
was  seconded  by  ffarry  H.  Trice,  of  Niirfolk,  Va.  (Jther  invita- 
tions were  received  from  ButTalo.  N,  Y. ;  Denver.  Colo.,  and 
Brattlelioro,  \'t.  These  were  referred  to  the  incoming  Board  of 
Managers. 

The  President-General  then  read  a  >liort  paper  on  Fancuil 
Hall.  The  committee  on  credentials  reported  175  accredited  dele- 
gates in  attendance  with  a  mimlier  of  others  who  had  mislaid  or 
lost  their  credentials.  Judge  Morns  B.  Beardsley,  of  Bridge- 
port, Conn.,  reported  on  the  \-isit  of  the  represeinati\  es  of  the 
National  Society  to  .-\nnapoIis  to  attend  the  John  I'aul  Jones' 
exercises. 

C.  F.  Reed,  of  Boston,,  presented  a  resolution  calling  upon 
the  National  Society  to  pri'Cure  a  flag  of  the  Betsy  Ross  pattern 
and  for  the  National  Society  to  urge  upon  the  various  State  or- 
ganizations the  desirability  of  procuring  such  a  style  of  tiag. 

A  representative  of  the  Maryland  Society  introduced  a  reso- 
lution expressing  the  pleasure  of  the  National  Society  in  hearing 
the  sentiments  of  Mayor  Fitzgerald  as  expressed  at  the  morning 
meetin.g  yesterday  in  relation  to  the  preservation  of  historic  spots 
and  things  about  Boston.     This  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Ben  Franklin  Chapter  of  CMiio  asked  that  a  bureau  of  records 
and  research  he  instituted  at  Washington,  D.  C.  This  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Managers.  A  resolution  of  sympathy  was 
extended  the  sufferers  of  San  [■'raiicisco  and  an  effort  was  made 
by  one  or  two  of  the  delegates  to  have  the  National  Society 
make  up  a  fund  for  the  relief  work.  The  President-General 
ruled  that  such  a  use  of  the  funds  could  not  be  made.  Robert 
Bragg,  of  San  Francisco.  Cal..  the  only  didegate  from  there,  said 
in  behalf  of  the  members  in  Califoriii.u  be  felt  he  could  say  that 
in  view  of  the  most  generous  actions  .if  the  pe<'ple  of  the  coun- 
try, the  old  Ea>  State  paiticularly,  he  knew  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  were  satisbed  with  wh.it  h.is  already  been  done  and 
would  not  desire  such  a  use  of  the  funds  of  the  National  Society. 
His  rem.irks  were  received  with  applause. 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  made  hy  Gen.  .\ppleton 
yesterday,  a  resolution  was  introduced  at  the  meetin.g  this  morn- 
ing calling  upon  the  National  Society  to  make  every  effort  to 
have  September  J,?  s^t  aside  as  a  iiatKMi.d  bolid.ay.  to  be  known 
as  John    P.iul  Jones  day.

Parker,  Robert,  I'.oston  ;  called  on  admission  to  the 
church,  1634,  "servant  to  our  brother  Wdlliam  Aspen- 
wall;"  was  a  butcher;  possibl\  came  fmm  Woolpit,  near 
Bury  St.  Edmunds,  Go.  Sutiolk  ;  freeman;  removed  early 
to  Cambridge;  married  Judith,  widow  of  Richard  Bugbv 
of  Roxbury ;  had  Benjamin,  1636;  Sarah,  1640;  John, 
baptised  at  Roxbury,  in  rigiit  of  his  wife,  i6;2,  and 
Savage  judges  him  to  be  the  II.  C.  graduate  i6(Si  ;  Na- 
thaniel, if')43,  died  young:  and  Rachel,  wiio  died  before 
her  father.  "llis  wife  died  16S2,  aged  80,  and  in  his  will, 
16S4,  probated  16S3,  calls  his  age  82  years.  Tlie  sons 
Benjamin  and  John,  had  full  share,  and  are  dead,  so  he 
names  daughter  Sarah,  wife  of  Thomas  Foster,  sole 
heir,  and  to  her  children  after,  with  double  portion  to  her 
son  Thomas.  '' 

Parker,  Rohert,  Barnstable;  married.  1657,  Sarah 
James;  had  Mary,  1658;  Samuel,  nVjo;  .Mice,  16&2  :  and 
Jane.  1664.  He  married  a  second  wife,  1667,  Patience, 
daughter  of  Henry  Cobb;  had  Thomas,  1669:  Daniel, 
1670;  Joseph,  1672;  Benjamin,  1674;  Hannah,  1676: 
Sarah,  167S;  Elisha,  16S0;  and  Alice,  again,  i68r.  both 
baptised  16S4 :  an  erroneous  date  of  his  death  is  given,

Administration  was  given  on  his 
estate  1680.  to  Capt.  Thomas  Prentice  and  Mr.  Timothy 
Dwight.

1647;  IMartha,  1649;  Na- 
thaniel, 1651;  Sarah,  1653,  probably  died  young;  Jona- 
than, 1656';  and  Sarah,  again,  1658;  beside  John;  was 
there  one  of  the  founders  of  the  churcli  and  many  years 
deacon  till  his  death,  16S3.  His  will  of  that  year  provides 
for  wife  Amv,  sons  Tolm,  Thomas.  Nathaniel,  da'Jghters 
Mary  and  ^Iartha.  beside  grandchildren  Samuel  and 
Sarah,  and  makes  Hannah  sole  executor.  His  widow- 
died  1690. 

Parker,  William,  Hartford,  an  original  proprietor, 
1636;  removed  to  Savbrook,  after  having  several  children. 
Sarah,  born  16^7;  foseph,  died  iii  a  few  weeks;  John. 
1642;  Ruth,  1643;  William,  1645;  Joseph,  again,  1047: 
Margaret:  Jonathan,  1053:  David.  1656:  and  Deborah. 
165S;  was  representative  1672;  hi'^  wife  Margery  died 
iGCc,  and  he  died  i(:>86. 

Parker,  William,  Taunton  1643,  I'^rhaps  elder 
brother  of  John  of  the  same;  a  purchaser  in  1637;  in  his 
will  of  1660,  being  60  vears  old,  names  wife  Alice,  but  no 
children  and  gave  small  legacy  to  his  nephew,  James 
Phillips.  His  widow  married,  i(.62,  the  first  Stephen 
Paine  of  Rehoboth.  •     . 


Parker,  Wiir.iAM,  Watertown  ;  by  wife  Eliz.  had 
I'liliraim,  of  whom  tlu'  record  says  he  died  in  1640,  si.K 
M'.oinhs  old;  and  Kuhann::li.  i'>4i  ;  was  freeman  1641.  He 
w.is  one  of  the  original  proprietors  of  Sudbury. 

Parker,  William,  Scituate;  married,  1639,  Marv, 
ilantrhter  of  Thomas  Raw llyns;  had  ^lary,  born  1640; 
Willi, im,  1643;  and  I'atinicc,  1649;  and  his  wife  died 
.\ugust,  1651.  He  married,  November,  1651,  Mary, 
daughter,  of  Humphrey  Turner;  had  Lydia,  1653;  Miles, 
1655:  Joseph,  165S;  and  Nath;uiiel.  1661,  who  perished 
in  Phip's  expedition  against  Oiiebec,  \('<rto:  and  dicvl  l('>84. 
Marv  married  Theopliiln^  Welherell ;  I'atience  married  a 
Randall;  one  daughter  married  Thomas  Totman  ;  and  in 
his  will  are  also  named  d:iughters  Lydia  and  Judith,;  this 
Lvdia  was  probably  second  wife  of  Theophilus  Welherell, 
and  died  1719,  aged  hj.  ■'"orty-one  of  this  name  had  in 
1S34  been  graduated  at  Harvard,  and  thirty-eight  at  all 
other  New  England  colleges.

PJ'ITEK.S: — Hugh,  S;ilem ;  the  fourth  minister 
there,  was  b"jrn  15919,  at  the  Parish  of  St.  Ewe,  or,  as 
commonly  said,  in  th.e  town  of  F'owry,  Cornwall,  bred  at 
Trinity  Coll.,  Cambridge,  where  he  had  his  degrees  1617, 
and,  22,  preached  in  London  with  great  success,  until 
dri\-en  to  Holland,  there  taught,  with  the  famous  William 
.Ames,  the  English  church  at  Rotterd.am,  and  for  some 
two  years  after  death  of  Ames.  Probably  came  in  the 
Aliigail,  lO;^-,^,  though  his  name  does  not  appear  at  the 
London  custom  ho.  and  perhaps  he  got  on  board  in  th.e 
Downs,  arriving  in  company  of  2nd  John  Winthrop,  the 
mother  of  whuse  ist  wife  he  had  married,  as  it  seems; 
\'vas  fieen-an,  1636;  settled  in  the  church  at  Salem;  in 
I('i4i,  Avith  Hibbins  and  ^^'e!lle.  as  agents  for  the  colony 
he  v.enl  hi-i:ne,  by  way  of  Xewfoundland,  in  the  ship  with 
John  Wintr.rop,  the  younger,  and  Lechford,  thij  lawyer, 
engaged  v.lxh  great  zeal  in  the  civil  Wdr,  and  partook 
largely  in  tb.c  triumphs  of  this  cause,  and  for  the  de- 
testation felt  at  hi;  violence  was  executed  soon  after  the 
restoration.  iC'(jO,  being  (thinks  Savage)  the  cnly  clergy- 
man of  Several  tbousanil  who  thus  siitYered.  He  had 
not,  probably,  lirought  over  bis  first  wife  bv  whom  he 
liad  no  chil  iren.  but  married  here  Deliverance  Sherfidd, 
one  of  Ike  clnirch  of  l-tu.-.lon,  by  whom  he  had  Elizabeth, 
l.'a[it.  i64e>.  the  only  <  bild  to  whum  his  'lying  legacy  was 
a'lciressed.
